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SANTIAGO TO BE 
TAKEN AT ONCE 


Shafter Intimates He Will Not 
Await Reinforcements. 


TO FORESTALL GEN. PANDO 


Spanish Commander Is Hurrying 
Up with 8,700 Men. 


CUBANS HARASS HIM 


News of the Assault Upon and Capt- 
ure of the Doomed City Hourly 
Expected in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Santiago is to 
be taken at once, not in forty-eight hours or 
in three days, or in any prescribed time 
given to Gen. Shafter by the War Depart- 
ment or the President. 

The Administration is abundantly satis- 
fied with Shafter’s performance of his duty. 
It has told him so in plain language. It is 
depending upon him to exercise his judg- 
ment and his ability to the best advantage, 
and the reports that he has sent indicate to 
the President aad the Secretary of War 
that he is about to act in such a way as 
to crush the Spanish troops now in Santiago 
before the reinforcements now on the way 
from Manzanillo and elsewhere can reach 
Linares, who is supposed to command San- 
tiago. 

All the information obtained and made 
public to-day pointed to speedy action and 
favorable results. Gen. Shafter telegraphs 
} in such confident terms that no room is left 
| for doubt that he feels perfectly able to 
overthrow any force the Spanish commander 


} may throw in his way. 


| When Adjt. Gen. Corbin was asked late 

in the afternoon, ‘* What of Pando and his 
| reinforcements?”’ he at once responded: 
“We expect to take the city.” 

Pando was again suggested as an ob- 
stacle: “‘ Will Gen. Shafter take the city 
before Pando with his reinforcements come 
up?”’’- ,With calm confidence he at once 
answered: ‘‘ We think he will.” 


Alger Sanguine but Cautious, 


Secretary Alger, who has become more 
army since he learned that. his son was at 
the front and actively employed, was san- 
guine of the early capture of Santiago, but 
he disavowed some of the statements at- 
tributed to him in which he had predicted 
its capture in forty-eight hours, or in any 
specified number of hours. He is aware of 
the difficulties confronting Gen. Shafter, 
but he is also convinced that the care, en- 
ergy, determination, and 
which the armv 
taken hold of the business in. hand will 
carry it to victory in such a way as to sur- 
prise the procrastinating Spaniards. 

Not one word has come from Gen. Shafter 
suggesting the need of reinforcements. To 
| the higher officers at the War Department 
and to the President this is evidence that 
Gen. Shafter feels sure that he has enough 
troops with him to accomplish all that has 
been cut out for him to do. 


Miles Would Take No Chances. 


Gen. Miles, firmly convinced of the neces- 


sity for avoiding any reverse for amy cause, | 
and especially for lack of men, is anxious | 


that success shall be doubly assured, and 
he is doing his utmost to provide 
Shafter with a force more than equal to 
any that may be vrovided by the Spanish, 
even if every man within long marching 
distance of Santiago shall manage to reach 
Linares before Shafter strikes. 

The. President and his Cabinet take much 
comfort from consideration of Gen. Shaf- 
| ter’s reports to the Secretary of War. Every 

line has been anxiously scanned for infor- 

mation about the health and spirits of the 
troops in a climate about which the most 
distressing reports are recalled. The weath- 
er in Washington has been extremely hot 
during the past few days, and it has been 
assumed that the troops were suffering 
from weather worse than that here, with 
the added discomforts of indifferent food, 
irregularly supplied, of marching in a trop- 
} ileal sun, assaults from strange and vora- 
| eclous insect pests,.and in some cases the 
burden of unsuitable clothing. If any of 
these inconveniences are felt, they have 
been borne stoically, for not one word has 
come to headquarters to show that the men 
are not having a better time than they 
were havirg when in camp at Chickamauga, 

Tampa, or Camp Alger. 

War Department Expecting News. 

As Gen. Shafter is to wait for nothing, 
reinforcements, provisions, horses, or the 
many things he has probably discovered 

. that he might use, but manifestly intends 
to do business at once, and not “ to-mor- 
row,” as the Spaniards do, the War Depart- 
ment is prepared to hear stirring news from 
him at any time. 

The news that is given to the press is 
sufficiently encouraging. There is reason 
to believe that information not communicat- 
ed to the newspapers more completely justi- 
fies the belief that Shafter is to hurl his 
forces at once upon Santiago. 

Pando is hurrying to Santiago, but he is 
heavily handicapped, being obliged to guard 
supplies which he ts carrying to the town. 
Gen. Shafter is fully aware of the rate at 
which he is advancing, and of the difficulties 
attending his march to Santiago. This in- 
formation he gets from hour to hour 
through the insurgents, who are co-operat- 
ing with him and who are familiar with 
the country between Santiago and Manzan- 


illo. 
Morro Castle May Have Been Taken. 


It would not eurprise the President to 
learn to-morrow or even to-night that Mor- 
ro Castle has fallen into the hands of Gen. 
Shafter’s advance. 

According to such information as is in the 
possession of the army officers, it is not a 
strong defense on the land side. It -is 
further from Santiago than are the outposts 
of Shafter’s army by several miles. The 
forces defending it may be ordered to with- 
draw, or may be forced to surrender after

PANDO EXPECTED SUNDAY. 


OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 26.— 
From two Cuban officers picked up by the 
Vixen to-day it has been learned that Gen. 
Pando is moving eastward, from Man- 
zanillo, with 8,700 Spanish troops, for the 
purpose of assisting the beleaguered City 
of Santiago de Cuba. 

The Cubans had come to Aserradero in 
small boats, with dispatches from Gen. 
Rios for Admiral Sampson and Gen. Rabi. 
They report that Gen. Pando has with him 
seven battalions, numbering 8,700 men, with 
cattle and a pack train with provisions. 

He left Manzanillo, Province of Santiago 
de Cuba, on June 22, to relieve Gen. Linares. 
The Spaniards were moving at the rate of 
twelve miles a day when the messengers 
left, and, at their present speed, it is ex- 
pected they will reach Santiago de Cuba 
next Sunday, July 3. 


The Cubans have a small force hanging 
on the Spanish flank and rear and harass- 
ing Gen, Pando’s troops at every step. 

Manzanillo is 127 miles west of Santiago 
de Cuba, and the roads are in bad con- 
dition. The Cubans say that if Gen. 
Pando reaches his goal it will be with less 
than half the force he started with. The 
Cubans who are harassing him only num- 
ber about 200 men, but in the passes and in 
the bush they are at a great advantage. 

It is probable that immediate steps will 
be taken to throw a force of Americans and 
Cubans between Gen. Pando and Gen. Lin- 
ares. Pressed as the latter is on the east, 
he could not spare a man for a sortie to 
the west. 


THE SITUATION AT THE FRONT. 


Enemy’s Intrenchments to be Bom- 
barded with Shrapnel and Dy- 
namite Shells.

ON THE RIO GUAMA, SECOND CROSS- 
ING, June 28, 4 P M., via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, June 29, 9:30 A, M.—The prepara- 
tions Yor a general advance of the American 
troops on Santiago de Cuba are being 
pushed steadily f)rward, and soldiers of all 
branches of the service are being hurried 
to the front, where there are now more than 
13,000 men. 

Gen. Kent’s division. consisting of the 
brigades of Gey. Hawkins, Col. Pearson, and 
Col. Worth, has joined Gen. Lawton’s divis- 
ion, and, with the cavalry division of Gen. 
Wheeler, and four batteries of light artil- 
lery, will now be strung out in the rear of 
Gen. Lawton’s division. 

The front still rests on the second cross- 
ing of the Rio Guama, on the road to 
Santiago de Cuba, in the rear of the crest 
of the Sevilla Hills, and a mile and a half 
back. =

Waiting for Commissary Supplies. 


The delay in the general forward move- 
ment is due to the inability to get sub- 
sistence stores to the front rapidly enough. 
The advance, it is said, will not be ordered 
until every man has three days’ rations in 
his knapsack. This, however, is impossible 
until the road is passable for wagon trains. 
The pack trains can only convey one day’s 
rations in a day. 

The men constructing the bridge roads 
have the work almost completed, and this 
afternoon the first wagon train of four six- 
mule teams will go through, In.two or three 
days more every man will have three days’ 
rations in his knapsack, and as soon as that 
occurs the army will move upon the enemy. 

The delay has been utilized to good ad- 
vantage. Although the Cubans affect to 
wave a thorough knowledge of the country 
and the trails, nothing is taken for granted, 
and the commanding oflicers are asceriain- 
ing the real conditions for themselves. The 
front and flank, is being 
thoroughly reconnoitred, and an accurate 
map has been made by the engineers. Much 
of the information thus obtained will be of 
inestimable advantage from a strategic 
point of view. 

Last night Col. Mendoca of Gen. Law- 
ton’s staff made a reconnoissance up to the 
very trenches of the enemy, their sentries 
talking on picket duty being plainly heard. 


One Party dad Not Returned, 


Corp. Dewey and nine sharpshooters from 
the Seventh Infantry went out at dark last 
night with one day’s rations toward the 
Spanish lines, and they have not yet re- 
turned. No fear, however, is entertained for 
their safety. It is believed they are lying 
in the bush waiting for night. 

At daylight this morning Lieut. Smith of 
the Fourth Infantry, with a detail of fifty 
men from the Seventeenth Infantry, urder 
Lieut. Durfee, crossed the San Juan and 
went in a northeasterly direction as far as 
Caney, or El Caumey, as it is marked on 
the maps, without encountering any Spanish 
troops, and fifty men of a company of the 
Seventh, under Capt. Young, also made a 
reconnoissance. The Spaniards have seem- 
ingly retired <o their intrenchments, as no 
pickets or skirmishers were encountered. 

Gen. Lawton, Gen. Wheeler, and Gen. 
Chaffee have had rides out beyond our ad- 
vance posts several times, and yesterday 
afternoon (as already cabled) Gen. Wheeler, 
while on the crest of the hills forward of 
our left, actually climbed a tree in order 
to obtain a better view of the country. 

Capt. Wright of Gen. Bates's staff to-day 
followed the tine of the railroad rinning 
out of Jurazua toward Santiago de Cuba 
to within two and a half mites of the city. 
The road approaches within 4 mile and a 
half of our front, and can be utilized to 
bring up supplies and siege guns, the first 
of which were landed at Daiquiri this after- 
noon. 

Artillery Diversion Delayed by Rain. 


Gen. Lawton will probably make a diver- 
sion with his artillery 30 30°n as it is 
placed in position. Heavy rain this after- 
noon made it impossible to move to-day be- 
yond Gen. Wheeler’s headquarters. But the 
roads will dry quickly, the guns will prob- 
ably be brought up to-morrow, and the in- 
trenchments will be shelled by the artillery 
and by Col. Wood’s dynamite guns. The 
shrapnel fire will be more used by the ar- 
tillery. The guns are 3 2-10 inches, and 
with shrapnel they are effective at 3,500 
yards. The Cubans say the Spaniards are 
in deadly fear of dynamite, and Gen. 
Lawton will see how he can terrify them. 

Simultaneously with the bombardment, 
Gen. Chaffee’s brigade will move forward 
and occupy a position of vital importance 
in advance of our front. The correspondent 


of The Associated Press is not permitted to 
divulge its location at present. 

The military telegraph line has been com- 
pleted as far as Gen. Wheeler’s headquar- 
ters, thus placing the front in direct com- 
munication with Gen. Shafter, who still 
maintains his headquarters on board the 
Seguranca, where he can keep in close touch 
with Rear Admiral Sampson. It is probable, 
however, that he will establish his head- 
quarters at Juragua to-morrow or Thurs- 
day. 

The troops belonging to Gen. Lawton’s di- 
vision are kept ready to move in light 
marching order, while the reconnoitering 
parties are out. This precaution is consid- 
ered necessary in order to avoid disaster 
in case the small parties of troops should 
collide with the Spaniards in force. But 
not a single skirmish has occurred. 


Cubans Doing Good Picket Work. 


The Cubans under Gen. Castillo are doing 
commendable work as advance pickets. 
They are thrown out, day and night, from 
half a mile to a mile in advance of our 
pickets, along the front and flanks, thus 
forming a double cordon about the army. 
The American pickets show none of the 
nervousness which might be expected, and 
there are practically no alarms or “ phan- 
tom firing ’’ on the lines at night. 

Our boys are cheerful in spite of the ex- 
cessive heat and the hard fare, which thus 
far has been confined to coffee, hardtack, 
and bacon, a diet hardly suited for the cli- 
mate. Ricé would make a splendid staple 
here. Strict orders have been issued about 
eating the great variety of tropical fruits, 
mangoes, oranges, &c., in which the woods 
abound, the only exception being made in 
the cases of milk from green cocoanuts, 
which is considered healthy and refreshing, 
and limes. Some of the men made them- 
selves sick through eating fruit. 

Both men and officers are suffering from 
the lack of tobacco. 

Drinking water for the troops at the front 
is obtained from the Rio Guama, a stream 
fed by springs, running direct from the 
mountains. The water is remarkably good, 
and is now carefully guarded from pollution. 
The Cubans and our soldiers bathed {n it at 
first, but strict orders have been issued 
against such practices in the future,, and 
sentinels have been placed to enforce the 
orders. 


OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 26.— 
With the soldiers landed from the Yale 
yesterday and Gen. Garcia’s army trans- 
ported from the westward 21,000 men in all 
have been disembarked in the vicinity of 
Santiago de Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—A _ dispatch 
from Gen. Shafter to the War Department 
announces that the last of the artillery has 
been landed. He does not specify that the 
heavy guns, as well as the light artillery, 
were landed, but his statement is taken 
to cover all of the ordnance. With these 
siege guns on shore, Gen. Shafter is now 
in a position to support the infantry and 
cavalry with the big guns of the heavy. ar- 
tillery, as well as the lighter field guns.

AGUADORES SHELLED. 


Town to be Captured at Once—3,000 
Spanish Troops Hurrying to Re- —~ 
inforce the Garrison. 


ON THE GUAMA, June 28.—So soon as 
the remaining battalions of the Thirty- 
fourth Michigan and Eighth Massachusetts, 
which arrive on the Harvard to-morrow, 
and the 6,000 reinforcements sent out from 
Tampa reach here, Aguadores, town on the 
coast, four miles west of Juragua and about 
the same distance east of the harbor en- 
trance, will be taken. , 

The place was shelled to-day by several 
ships of the fleet 

A reconnoitring party under Capt. Wright 
has obtained information, which is believed 
to be reliable, that 3,000 Spanish troops have 
been sent to reinforce the garrison. 

Aguadores is on the line of the advance of 
the army into the interior and close to the 
railroad. It will probably become the base 
of operations, while the supply base may 
remain at Juragua,. 


SANTIAGO’S WATER SUPPLY CUT

SIBONEY, Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
June 28.—It is reported here to-night, on 
apparently good authority, that the water 
supply of Santiago de Cuba has been cut off. 
If this proves true the city is at our mercy. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—No official re- 
ports have been received to confirm the 
story that Gen. Shafter’s troops are in pos- 
session of the water works supplying Santi- 
ago. It is not doubted that the troops 
crossed the line of aqueducts and could have 
cut off the supply of Santiago if deemed de- 
sirable to do so. The opinion here is, how- 
ever, that if the pipes have been tapped by 
the American troops it has been done with 
the main purpose of supplying themselves 
and stock with good drinking water. 

It is not thought that there was a deliber- 
ate purpose to cut off Santiago’s water sup- 
ply, for in the minds of persons best posted 
on the situation such a method, while caus- 
ing the population of the town a good deal 
of discomfort, would be entirely ineffectual 
in hastening the surrender of Santiago. 


Streams Near the City. 


The country in the rear of that city to 
the northward and westward is said to be 
well supplied with small streams of fresh 
water emptying into the bay, and as our 
troops so far have not managed to occupy 
that territory, this source of water is still 
within reach of the Spaniards. It is eaid 
also that in a city as large as Santiago 
there are an abundance of steam boilers, 
which could be changed very quickly into 
distillers of the salt water of the bay. 

Inasmuch as a disposition has appeared in 
some quarters to question the right of the 
American Army under the modern rules of 
war to resort to this mediaeval means of 
shortening a siege, it can be stated that 
the military authorities here, after a careful 
examination of the matter, have reached the 
conclusion that there is full warrant for the 
cutting off of the water supply. 

It would not be permissible to do this if 
the Spanish General had led his forces out 
of the town several miles at least to repel 
the invaders, but as he has seen fit, accord- 
ing to the reports coming here, to prepare 
for a defense of the town within its own 
limits, there is ample precedent for starving

Driven from San Juan She Ran Ashore 
at Salinas and Boi'ers Exploded. 


Our Cruisers at Last Advices Were En- 
gaging Two Gunboats and Shell- 
ing Party Disembarking Stores. 


MADRID, June 29.—The cruiser Antonio 
Lopez, while trying to enter the River San 
Juan, near San Juan de Puerto Rico, secret- 
ly, with a cargo of provisions and war ma- 
terial, was detected by two American war- 
ships, but escaped by swiftly changing her 
course. 

Her Captain, determined to land his cargo, 
headed for shore at Salinas. The shock 
of grounding exploded the boiler. It is not 
known whether there was any loss of life. 

The Spanish gunboats Concha and Isa- 
bella issued to the assistance of the An- 
tonio Lopez, whereupon the Americans with- 
drew and the Antonio Lopez landed her 
cargo, 


LONDON, June 30.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: 

“The Antonio Lopez, whose Captain ran 
her ashore at Salinas, after she had es- 
eaped from American warships that had 
prevented her landing a cargo of provisions 
and war material near San Juan de Puerto 
Rico, had sailed from Spain. She was 
chased by the United States auxiliary cruifs- 
ers St. LoujJs and St. Paul. The Concha and 
Isabella attacked the St. Paul, forcing the 
Americans to retire after several] hours’ 
fighting. / 

“Troops were sent to Salinas to protect 
the landing of the cargo of the Antonio 
Lopez. 

“The American cruisers afterward re- 
turned and opened fire on the Spanish ships 
and the party landing the cargo. 

“Severe fighting continues.” 


The Antonio Lopez is a small gunboat 
built for service in Cuban and Puerto Rican 
waters. Her displacement is 201 tons, and 
she carries a crew of sixty men. Her speed 
is about 8 knots an hour, and she carries 
two 5-inch guns and one machine gun. 


MARTINIQUE NOT A BASE. 


Spain Will Not Ee Allowed to Have 
Stores There. 

ST. PIERRE, Martinique, June 29.—The 
English steamer Remembrance which was 
consigned to the Spanish Consul, still re- 
mains at Fort de France. Strong induce- 
ments were made to allow her to transfer 
coal to the Spanish vessel Alicante. 

United States Consul Darte interviewed 
the Government on the subject, and was as- 
sured that in no circumstances would a 
transfer of cargo be permitted, and the port 
would not be allowed as a storehouse for 
the belligerents. The Remembrance is 
awaiting orders from Spain, and may leave 
at any moment. 


SPANISH MINISTER FOR PEACE. 


Gamazo, Who, with Puigcerver, Wants 
to Resign, Is Opposed to Contin- 
uance of the War. 


LONDON, June 30.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: 

“* Now that the Cortes is closed, it is un- 
derstood that Sefior Puigcerver, Minister of 
Finance, and Sefior Gamazo, Minister of 
Public Instruction and Public Works, desire 
to resign. 

“*Sefior Gamazo opposes pursuing the war 
until Spain is politically and financially 
ruined. The whole world having recognized 
her gallant sacrifices and traditional brav- 
ery, he thinks the Government ought to 
have the moral courage to fix a reasonable 
limit for the national sacrifices. 

“It is an open secret that Sefior Moret 
and many Liberal statesmen share _ the 
views of Sefior Gamazo. The peace agita- 
tion is spreading in the provinces, but not 
at Madrid. ; 


TO ENFORCE THE BLOCKADE. 


Several Vessels Ordered to Leave the 
Coast Defense Fleet and Pro- 
ceed to Cuba. 


Rear Admiral Erben yesterday received 
notice from the Navy Department that as 
the blockade has been extended for 360 miles 
on the southern coast of Cuba, more ves- 
sels are needed. The following vessels have 
been withdrawn from the coast defense 
fleet and will go South as soon as possible: 

The Governor Russell, a converted ferry- 
boat now in Boston Harbor, speed ten 
knots, commanded by Lieut. James Grant; 
the yacht Arab building at Roach’s Yard at 
Chester, Penn., to be completed in a week; 
the tug Apache, formerly the Chapman- 
Merritt Wrecking Company’s tug J. D. 
Jones, now at Hampton Roads, and com- 
manded by Lieut. E. H. Gerr; an unfinished 
ferryboat now building at Boston, to be 
completed in ten days.. 

Admiral Erben said he did not know what 
vessels would replace these, or whether 
more vessels would be taken. . 


THE POPE NEARLY PROSTRATED 


He Has Been Greatly Affected by the 
Spanish-American War. 


ROME, June 29.—The Pope is said to be 
greatly affected by the course of the Span- 
ish-American war. 

In view of his age and nervous prostration 


for some time past, his entourage has been 
anxious, although his physicians declare 


‘there is no cause for alarm. 


BITTERNESS AGAINST ENGLAND. 


MADRID, June 29.—The general public is 
very bitter against England because of her 
supposed unfriendliness regarding Admiral 
Camara’s squadron. The subject is warmly 
discussed in all public places, though official 
circles are mute.

Consul There Hears that the Brooklyn 
Was Sunk and that Schley and 


24 Seamen Were Killed. -

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Wednesday, June 
29—11 P. M.—The Spanish Consul here has 
received a cablegram from Santiago de 
Cuba asserting that the United States arm- 
ored cruiser Brooklyn has been struck by a 
Spanish shell, which sank the vessel and 
killed Commodore Schley and twenty-four 
seamen, ; 

The Consul really believes the ‘‘ news,” 
and Spaniards all over the city are drinking 
champagne and rejoicing. 

It has also been reported that an extensive 
mine has been laid which will blow up half 
the American army when it enters the city. 


DISCREDITED IN WASHINGTON. 


News of Such a Disaster Would Cer- 
tainly Have Been Received There. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—At 1:15 o’clock 
this morning when officers on duty at the 
Navy Department were shown a copy of 
the dispatch from Kingston about the al- 
leged sinking of the Brooklyn, they ex- 
pressed disbelief in the story. 

Not a word has been received from Ad- 
miral Sampson, they said, since Tuesday 
night, and the officers regard it as certain 
that had anything of the kind related in the 
dispatch occurred, the Admiral would have 
immediately informed the department. 


DOLPHIN AND NEWARK COLLIDE 


Commodore Watson’s Flagship Does 
Not Suffer Damage, but the Dolphin 
Receives Considerable Injury. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Secretary Long 


has received word from Commodore Remey 
at Key West that the flagship Newark, 
with Commodore Watson abdard, has been 
in collision with the Dolphin. 

The Newark was uninjured, but the Dol- 
phin sustained considerable damage. She 
is now on her way north to a dry dock. No 
details are obtainable. 


A MESSAGE FROM HOBSON. 


He Sends Word Home that His Health 
Is Good and No Concern Need 
Be Felt About Him. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 29.—The Age 
Herald will print to-morrow a special dis- 
patch from Greensborough, Ala., the home 
of Judge Hobson, father of the hero of the 
Merrimac, giving a cablegram received from 
his son at Santiago to-day. 

The cablegram reads: 

‘Santiago de Cuba, June 28. 

“My health continues good. Feel no 

uneasiness alfut me.” 


SPANISH FLEET GOING ON. 


Camara Still at Port Said, in Spite 
of Oorrea’s Story that He Has 
Entered the Canal. 


LONDON, JUNE 30.—The Port Said corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle, telegraph- 
ing Wednesday, says: 

‘“* Admiral Camara expected to sail to-mor- 
row, (Thursday,) leaving the torpedo-boat 
destroyers here. The repairs to the Audaz 
will occupy another ten days. The Colon 
has landed a man suffering from smallpox.” 

The Madrid correspondent of The Times 
says: ‘‘ According to El Imparcial, ‘ the de- 
mand for a cash payment of the capal dues 
delayed Admiral Camara’s squadron. The 
dues, amounting, we aré trustworthily in- 
formed, to less than 400,000f., are now paid.’ 

“If the. United States imagine that the 
threat to bombard Spanish ports would in- 
duce the Spaniards to recall Camara and to 
sue for peace the Americans are bound to 
be disappointed. The threat has only tend- 

to excite the bulldog qualities of the 
Spanish national character. When these 
are aroused prudence gad logic are. alike 
powerless. The peace prospects, therefore, 
ago.”’ 

The Madrid correspondent of The Stand- 
ard says: 

“The Government has completed its ar- 
rangements for coaling and provisioning 
Admiral Camara’s squadron, and he should 
now be able to reach Manila before the end 
of July, after stopping at several ports en 
route to receive instructions.’’ 


CAIRO, Egypt, June 29.—Admiral Camara 
has asked permission to coal his fleet at 
Port Said, but the Egyptian Government, 
believing the Spanish ships have sufficient 
coal to steam to the nearest port of their 
own country, have definitely refused him 
permission to do so, in accordance with the 
neutrality laws. 


MADRID, June 29.—In an interview this 
afternoon Lieut. Gen. Correa, Minister of 
War, asserted that Admiral Camara’s 
squadron had begun the passage of the 
Suez Caral. 


CARTHAGENA WELL FORTIFIED. 


Spain’s Boy King May Spend His Sum- 
mer There on Account of 
Its Security. 


LONDON, June 30.—The Daily Chronicie 
publishes this morning a letter from Carth- 
agena, dated June 23, and describing the 
fortifications there. The writer says: 

“There is a great fort at the summit of 
each of the five hills commanding the en- 
trance to the port, three being quite mod- 
ern. Besides these there are batteries at 
every point of vantage, many constructed 
within the last two months. Numerous guns 
have recently been mounted, and fort build- 
ing continued with energy. 

** Altogether an attack from the sea is not 
a thing to be lightly risked, and that is why 
the rumor has gone about that the young 
King will come here for his Summer holi- 
day. 

‘“T have just seen the cruiser Lepanto 
in the harbor. I counted ten guns aboard 
her, four of them very large. Like the 
Alfonso XIII., she is unseaworthy. Her 
foremast is being taken down to relieve her 
of fifteen tons, and her guns will be light- 
ened. Behind her I saw a big hulk, presum- 
ably the Cataluna, on the stocks. She could 
hardly be finished in three years.”’ 

Proceeding to review the vessels at the 
various ports destined to compose the third 
squadron, The Daily Chronicle’s correspond- 
ent says: 

‘“‘A month seems a short time to prepare 
them, but I must admit I did not think 
Admiral Camara’s squadron would sail so 
soon. Therefore it is possible that even 
this queer collection of obsolete or unfin- 
ished vessels may ere long be pushed into 
the water to keep the Ministry afloat.’

GEN. MERRITT PUTS TO SEA 


He Leaves San Francisco on the 
Newport, and Great Crowds 
Witness His Departure. 


SPANISH SHIPS TO BE AVOIDED 


The Newport Wili Try to Overtake the 
Transports Which Sailed Last 
and Push On to Manila 
Ahead of Them. : 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—The steamer 
Newport, bearing Major Gen. Wesley Mer- 
ritt, Military Governor of the Philippines, 
and his staff, besides the Astor Light Bat- 
tery and Companies H and K of the Third 
United States Artillery and detachments 
from the Signal Corps, is now on its way 
to Manila. 

As the vessel gradually drew away from 
her dock to-day the blowing of many whis- ; 
tles told the people that Gen. Merritt had’ 
taken his departure. Great crowds had 
gathered to witness the departure of the 
vessel, and many fashionable equipages on 
the dock told of the presence of the repre< 
sentatives of the Four Hundred, who had 
come to bid farewell to friends among the 
members of the Astor battery. 

Many tugboats and yachts chartered for 
the occasion accompanied the Newport 
down the bay and out through the Goiden 
Gate to the Pacific, where the last farewells 
were waved to the departing military men 
gathered on the deck of the steamer. 

The Newport will make an effort to over- 
take the third fleet of transports, which 
sailed on Monday, after the fleet reaches 
Honolulu, where the vessels will coal and 
take on fresh supplies before proceeding to 
Manila. Gen. Merritt is very anxious to 
avoid an encounter with any vessel of the 
Spanish Navy, and will issue orders to the 
fleet at Honolulu to make all possible speed. 

It is probable that the Newport will not 
wait for the other vessels of the fleet at 
Honolulu, but will proceed with as little 
delay as possible to Manila. 


TROOPS MUST BE AT MANILA. 


Germany Is Trusted, but There Will 
Be Less Anxiety in Washington 
When We Get News. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—The officials 
here are confident that Admiral Dewey has 
received the reinforcements under Gen. An- 
derson, which sailed from San Francisco 
on May 25, consisting of 2,500 men. The 
Charleston certainly has arrived, as she 
was leading the transports some distance 
after leaving Honolulu. With the addition 
of her 400 sailors and marines, Dewey will 
feel much safer. The Navy Department, it 
now appears, did not expect to hear of 
the arrival of the transports by the 23d of 
this month, the date of last report from 
Manila. They had est:mated that the trans- 
ports might be somewhat delayed by acon- 
sideration for their coal consumption, de-, 
siring to avoid reaching Manila with empty 
bunkers as would aave been the case if 
they were driven at full steam across the 
Pacific. Later on there will be a plentiful 
supply of coal at Manila, as United States 
Consul Haywood at Honolulu has succeed- 
ed in purchasing about i2,000 tons, some of 
which will be forwarded immediately to the‘ 
Philippines. 

The publication of the semi-official note 
referred to by an English newspaper this 
morning has caused no disquiet here, nor 
has it thrown any néw hght on the situa- 
tion. It was said positively here last week 
that there have been no diplomatic ex- 
changes between the Governments of the 
United States and Germany on the subject 
of the landing of German forces in Manila, 
and the semi-official note above referred to 
merely confirms that statement and shows 
that the same state of affairs still exists. 
The declaration in the note of the German 
intention to land marines ‘‘as soon as it 
may become necessary for the protection 
of Germans there,” is said to be nothing 
mor: than a repetition of the provisions of 
international law on that subject. 

However, Admiral Dewey doubtless would 
be consulted as to the existence of such 2 
necessity if the requirements of neutrality 
are to be observed by Germany, and of that 
the State Department entertains no doubt. 
Nevertheless it is not disguised that the 
Administration will feel greatly relieved 
when all the American military forces have 
arrived and taken up the occupation of Ma- 
nila. 

There are now afloat 10,000 United States 
soldiers destined for the Philippines. The 
last of thdse left San Francisco day be- 
fore yesterday under Command of Gen. Ar- 
thur MacArthur. Major Gen. Merritt, who 
has been designated military commandant 
of the Philippines, sailed to-day from San 
Francisco with his staff on the Newport. 
It is thought to be very probable that no 
serious question of jurisdiction will arise 
at the Philippines as between the American 
forces and the insurgents pending Gen, Mer- 
ritt’s arrival and the announcement of his 
purpose to take military control of the isl- 
ands. 


AUGUSTIN MEANS TO FIGHT. 


German Warships Expected in Manila 
to Prevent a Bombardment— 
Prince Henry Awaited. 


MADRID, June 29.—Dispatches received 
from Manila to-day under date of June 24 
say he Spaniards are determined to fight 
to the death, and that there is every rea- 
son to believe that when the American 
troops arrive desperate fighting will occur 
on land and sea. 

{t is supposed at Manila that the German 
warships will prevent the bombardment 
of that place, and it is alleged that Prince 
Henry of Prussia is on his way there on 
board a warship. 

The Spaniards are said to be actively 
pushing preparations for the defense of the 
city. 

Gen. Acuinaldo, the insurgent leader, de- 
clares that the family of Capt. Gen. Au- 
gustin, who are prisoners in his hands, are 
at Panpanga and are well treated. 


LONDON, June 30.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says:

A PRISONER OF THE REBELS. 


Am American Barely Escapes the Fate 
Held for Spaniards. 


PORT TOWNSEND, Washington, June 
29.—A Japanese newspaper contains an ac- 
count of the adventures with rebels and 
Spaniards of Mr. Vincent, an American, su- 
perintending a petroleum well on the Island 
of Cebu. Mr. Vincent was taken captive by 
the rebels and taken to their headquarters 


wn the outskirts of Cebu, where he was 
sentenced to death. While awaiting execu- 
tion, a Spanish war vessel steamed into the 
pereor and commenced to. bombard the 
place, 

The insurgents oy decamped, leav- 
ing their prisoner behind. Shell after shell 
came crashing through the walls, carrying 
away most of the building. When the bom- 
bardment ceased a large number of rebels 
returned, having the blood-stained upper 
half of a priest’s head in a basket. The 
head was placed on a table, and Vincent 
was told that he would share a similar fate. 
He was surrounded by rebels with drawn 
knives. Before the command of execution 
was given, he succeeded in making them 
understand that he was an American and 
not . Spaniard. The chief ordered his life 
spared. 

In the meantime the Spanish soldiers at- 
tacked the place in the rear, and the rebels 
attempted to escape. The Spanish force 
rounded together some 200 natives, many of 
whom were young boys, and were indulging 
in an indiscriminate slaughter. Ignorant at 
the time of what was transpiring within a 
few score of yards from him, Mr. Vinccnt 
could hear the cries and prayers of the 
helpless natives amid the roar of musketry. 
After a while the fire slackened, end all 
Was quiet, except a few occasional shots, 
which sounded the death kneli of those 
among the natives who had escaped the 
volleys poured into their midst. About 8 
o’clock the next morning Mr. Vincent crept 
out of the ruined building and succeeded in 
getting aboard of the British steamship 
Gulf of Martaban, which had a number of 
Philippine refugees aboard bound for Sing- 
apore. 


Satisfied of Germany’s Good Faith. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day gave out a message from 


Admiral Dewey which was brought to 
Hongkong by the McCulloch, so that. it 
must have left Cavite on the 23d. The Ad- 
miral made no reference to the landing of 
German marines, and the officials here are 
satisfied that Germany is acting in good 
fate and according to the rules of neutral- 
ty. 


HARD TO FIND TRANSPORTS. 


Failure to Forward Cavalry 
Horses and Men. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—With the trans- 
portation needs of the Santiago, Puerto 
Rico, and Philippines expeditions still un- 
satisfied, the War Department continues its 
cautious, deliberate, and to a large extent 
unsuccessful search for ships. More ships 
are pressingly needed, both on the Pacific 
and Atlantic Coasts, but since the purchase 
last week of the Obdam and the American 
Transport Company’s fieet, not an addition 
has been made to the*Government’s list of 
available transports. 

Col. F. J. Hecker, the Detroit lawyer and 
personal friend of the Secretary of War 
who was called in to help the department 
out on the troublesome transport problem, 
returned to this city to-day from New York, 
but he had no acquisitions to report. His 
mission to New York, he said, was to in- 
spect some of the ships already purchased 
for the Government—the Mohawk and the 
Mississippi. 

The department’s slowness in providing 
transports is a source of much vexation to 
the army administration, which has been 
greatly hindered by it. Gen. Miles has 
been in constant communication with As- 
sistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn, who 
up to recently was attending to the trans- 
port business, and more recently with Col. 
Hecker, and he has urged unceasingly the 
necessity of securing ships fitted to carry 
cavalry, a thing that seemed to have been 
entirely overlooked in the chartering of the 
first fleet of transports. But for the failure 
to secure the ships in time the second sec- 
tion of the Santiago expeditign would have 
followed immediately after the first, and 
Gen. Shafter would now have had so many 
men under his command that there could 
be no doubt of his ability to take the city. 
But for the lack of ships it is pointed out 
the American army would now be in pos- 
session of Manila, and all possibility of 
complications with otker nations eliminated, 
Why the War Department, with unlimited 
millions at its command, and the right and 
power to seize the ships it needs if they 
cannot be secured in any other wa~ is al- 
lowing important. operations to begnipiered 
for lack of them is incomprehensil&e to 
outsiders, as well as to the army officers 
who see the efficiency of the country’s fight- 
ing machinery crippled by its immobility, 
which they attribute in largé measure to 
departmental red tape. 


STRIFE AT CAMP ALGER.

WASHINGTON, June 29. — Blood was 
spilled at Camp Alger yesterday. During a 
sham battle Harvey Reed of Company B, 
Sixth Massachusetts, was shot in the head 
with a blank cartridge at close range. He 
lost part of one ear, and it is feared his 
eyesigh: is permanently injured. 

An exciting encounter between two bri- 
gades occurred yesterday a few miles from 
the camp. The Second Brigade was return- 
ing from its march to the Potomac when it 
encountered a column in the road, composed 
of the First Rhode Island, Third }éssouri, 
and Second Tennessee. The Seconé Ténnes- 
gee refused to give way so that the Second 
Brigade might pass, and finally charged the 
brigade with fixed bayorets.

Gov. Black’s Order Has Stopped 
Recruiting for the Provis- 
ional Regiments. 


NOT 10,000 MEN JN THE GUARD 


Col. Appleton Has Sent a List of Nom- 
inees for Commissions to the Gov~ 
ernor—More Men for the Reg- 
iments in Service. 


One of the results of Gov. Black’s order 
forming the new regiments for the State’s 
quota, and deciding to keep the provisional 
regiments at home, was shown yesterday 
by an almost total cessation of recruiting 
for the home regiments. Now that it is 
known that the provisional regiments are 
to stay at home. the inevitable has hap- 
pened. The extremities the commanders of 
the new regiments are in to recruit up 
their comm s is evidenced by the fact 
that they are\sending appeals to discharged 
members of the Guard asking them to re- 
enlist. 

Gov. Black’s reason for stating in his or- 
der that preference was to be given to in- 
dividual members of the Guard, and then 
going on to say that “it is, however, the 
strong wish and desire of the Commander 
in Chief that National Guardsmen shall not 
leave the State, but remain here to keep 
intact their respective organizations for the 
very honorable task of home defense,” was 


made apparent yesterday, according to mili- 
tary officers. The first clause, they say, is 
@ sop to the men who were promised out- 
right in Orders No. 10 the first chance to 
enlist, and the second is the effort of the 
Governor to discourage recruiting for the 
volunteer army because he knows that the 
Constitutional limit of 10,000 Guardsmen for 
the State has been violated and that there 
is hardly a chance that the Guard can now 
be recruited up to the legal requirements. 

Col. Appleton yesterday sent to Gov. 
Black the names of men in his regiment for 
officers of the Two Hundred and First, Two 
Hundred and Second, and Two Hundred and 
Third Regiments as requestan by the Gov- 
ernor. It is understood the names are as 
follows: For Major—Capt. George H. Rand 
of Company E; for Captains—First . Lieut. 
William E. Shastey of Company A, Sersgt. 
Walter F. Smith of Company C, and Sergt. 
Charles H. Wainwright of Company K; for 
First Lieutenants—Sergt. John L. Roberts 
Jr., of Company I, Sergt. John A, Olsen ot 
Company G, and Corp. Grosvenor I. Town- 
send of Company D; for Second Lieuten- 
ants—Corp. Edward S. Hartshorn, Private 
Bernard V. Curren of Company B, and 
Lance Corp. Henry A. Murphy of Com- 
pany H. . 

This list caused another howl to go up 
from the officers of the provisional regi- 
ments to whom it was shown. They de- 
nounced as an outrage that they should 
have been urged to work and form com- 
panies which might now be taken from 
them to be commanded by Corporals and 
privates of the Seventh Regiment. On near- 
ly every proposition embraced in the order 
Gov. Black has raised a storm about his 
ears that will be long in blowing over. 

Acting under orders from ov. Black, 
Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt last night in- 
spected the recruits of the Lafayette Post 
in the Seventh Regiment Armory. In all, 
850 men were turned out. Gen. Butt de- 
clined to outline what the report to the Gov- 
ernor would contain, but did not seem much 
impressed. . Gen, Butterfield said it was 
merely the desire of the post to show what 
men it had left after helping to fill up near- 
ly every regiment in the field. . 

Five recruits, all that are needed to com- 
plete the Twelfth Regiment, will leave with 
Lieuts. Tillett and Berkard to-day for 
Chickamauga. This will leave the armory 
clear for the recruiting of the Two Hun- 
dred and First and a battalion of the Two 
Hundred and Third Regiment, which it is 
expected will begin to-morrow. or as soon 
as the Surgeons have been designated by 
the Governor. 

Fifty men for the Sixty-ninth will also 
leave for Jacksonville to-night. The fifty 
still needed will be ready and on their way 
South before the week is over.

UNRULY TROOPS AT NEWPORT. 


Nearly Two Hundred Have Left Camp 
Without Leave to Visit 
Their ‘Homes. 


NEWPORT, R. IL., June 29.—Nearly 200 
members of the Forty-seventh New York 
Volunteers are absent without’ leave from 
Fort Adams, a number of them having gone 
to visit their homes in Brooklyn, going by 
way of Fall River, officers having been sta- 
tioned here to prevent their going on board, 
The detachment is in Fall River, from 
which city reports have come stating that 
the men have been holding small Wild West 
exhibitions, and some had been robbed by 
allowing themselves to fall by the wayside 
and in the slums. 

To-night a number of the men returned to 
the fort and were placed in the guard house 
awaiting trial. Col. Eddy is inclined to give 
these men the full extent of the law. He 
feels confident that all the men overstaying 
their leave will return. In view of the fact 
that so many men have overstaid their 
leave, only those men who come off guard 
duty are allowed to visit Newport, and they 
must be back in camp for dress parade by & 
o’clock each evening. The men say that the 
lawbreakers are not the regular National 
Guardsmen, but recruits. 

Yesterday afternoon Private John Wood 
of Company E was requested by Detective 
Richards to cease his disorderly conduct on 
the street. He refused, and was taken into 
custody. The prisoner resisted, and it took 
the detective and three policemen to land 
him in a cell. In the mélee at the station 
he tore the clothing of the officers, and 
viciously attacked them. When locked up 
he destroyed the wood work. This morning 
he was arraigned on two charges, one for 
malicious mischief and one for assaulting 
an officer. 

He pleaded guilty, and was fined $20 and 
costs on one charge and $10 and costs on 
the other, and being unable to pay was 
taken to Cranston.

The steamer 
Adula, which was at Kingston a day or 
two ago, is said to have been seeking per- 
mission from the American Consul there to 
go to Santiago for just that purpose. 

So far the consent of our Government has 
not been -given, and certainly will not be 
unless Gen. Shafter so advises. 


NO FLYING SQUADRON NOW. 


Commodore Schley’s Ships Merged 
Into the Fleet Under Command 
of Admiral Sampson.

OFF SANTIAGO DH CUBA, June 238, 
QNight.)}—The Flying Squadron, hitherto 
commanded by Commodore Schley, has lost 
its identity by an order issued to-day by 
Rear Admiral Sampson, and it has been 
merged into the fleet under the Admiral. 

The order caused considerable surprise on 
board the Brooklyn, which has been the 
flagship of the Flying Squadron, where it 
Was supposed the squadron would remain 
intact at least until the fall of Santiago de 
Cuba. 

Commodore Schley has been assigned to 
command the second squadron attached to 
Admiral Sampson's fleet. 

Admiral Sampson has ascertained that 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet has moved into the 
upper harbor of Santiago de Cuba. 


FLEET’S RECENT OPERATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day posted the following bul- 
letin, giving a report from Admiral Samp- 
son, under date of June 22, off Santiago: 

“ On the morning of the 16th the batteries 
at the entrance of Santiago were subjected 
to a severe bombardment by the fleet. The 
firing was deliberate and in general most 
excellent. The batteries were quickly si- 
lenced. 

“On the 15th the Texas, Marblehead, and 
Suwanee destroyed the fort at Guantanamo, 

“On the 16th the Yankee engaged a Span- 
ish gunboat off Cienfuegos. 

“On the 17th Lieut. Harlow, with two 
steam launches, one under Cadet Powell 
and one under Cadet Hart, made an exam- 
ination of Cabanas Bay. The laiinches were 
subjected to a heavy and continued fire at 
short range, and were struck seventeen 
times, although no one was hurt. Lieut. 
Harlow in his report particularly praises 
the conduct or Cadets Hart and Powell and 
Coxswains O’Donnell and Blom. 

“On the 19th Gen, Garcia and his staff 
visited the flagship, having arrived that 
morning at Gen. Rabi’s camp at Aserradero. 
My impressions of Gen. Garcia are of the 
most pleasant character. He is a large, 
handsome man, of most frank and engaging 
manners, and of most soldierly appearance. 

“The fleet has, by my direction, fur- 
nished arms, clothing, and food to the Cu- 
ban forces, both east and west of Santiago. 
Much has been done in this direction at 
Guantanamo by Commander McCalla, who 
has been most energetic in rendering them 
all assistance possible. Great activity and 
courage has been shown by the Cubans at 
Guantanamo, and Commander McCalla igs 
most eulogistic in reference to their con- 
duct. There are about 10,000 Cuban soldiers 
in this immediate vicinity. 

“On the 20th. the army transports ar- 
rived, and Gen. Shafter and I paid a visit 
to Gens. Garcia and Rabi. The progress of 
disembarkatian was rendered difficult by a 
heavy sea, the heaviest we have had during 
the three weeks the fleet has been stationed 
here. By 3 o’clock in the afternoon, how- 
ever, 4,000 men were ashore. and the work 
Was proceeding with great rapidity. The 
pier was not injured, and one of the steam- 
ers went alongside of it. The water supply 
was not injured. 

“The Vesuvius has done almost nightly 
firing since she has been here, the explo- 
sion of the shells producing a very great ef- 
fect.” 


PRESIDENT THANKS THE ARMY. 


Expresses His Appreciation of the Ac- 
tion at La Quasina in a Dis- 
patch to Shafter.

REPORTS ABOUT YELLOW FEVER. 


They Refer to Santiago and Not to the 
Army, Gen, Sternberg Opines. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—The statement 
contained in a press dispatch from the seat 
of war in Southern Cuba that the insur- 
gents report sporadic cases of yellow fever 
is not considered as a cause for alarm by 
the Surgeon General of the Army. The 
Surgeon General said to-day that he took 
the reference to be to cases of fever in 
the City of Santiago, where it is likely to 
be at any time. 

Santiago, Gen. Sternberg said, is one of 
the places in Cuba where yellow fever is 
prevalent in a greater or less degree the 
year round, and it is not surprising, he 
thinks, that there should be cases there 
now. The troops would be in no danger, he 
said, so long as they remained camped out- 
side the city, and after it had been cap- 
tured precautions undoubtedly would be 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease 
among the soldiers. 

Far from there being anything of an epi- 
demic of yellow fever in the Ameri 
camp, the Surgeon General says that the 
reports from there showed the health of the 
men to be phenomenally good. He consid- 
ered Gen. Shafter’s report, received to-day, 
that “less than 150 men are sick’”’ to be 
particularly encouraging and remarked that 
more than that many men might reason- 
ably be expected to be in the hospital out of 
a force of 16,000, even if they were in bar- 
racks in this country. 


The Florida Quarantine Regulations. 


Concerning the report that the Florida 
State health authorities are alarmed lest 
the Government attempt to override the 


local quarantine regulations and land siék 
soldiers from Santiago at Tampa without 
the customary detention, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral said: 

“There will be no friction between us and 
the State officials. We are working to the 
same end, and it is just as much to our in- 
terest to prevent the spread of any in- 
fectious disease at ‘T'am or elsewhere as 
s is to the interest of the Florida authori- 

es. 

“Tf any ship arrives at Tampa from San- 
tiago with cases of contagious disease on 
board, full precautions will be observed. 
Preparations have been made for the deten- 
tion of such cases, and no pains will be 
spared to protect not only the people of 
Florida but the troops still encamped at 
Tampa.”’ 

The army ambulance train is held at 
Tampa for the purpose of transferring to 
the general hospital at Atlanta such pa- 
tients may arrive there from Santiago 
on board the Olivette, which is doing tem- 
porary service as an army hospital ship 
pending the arrival of the Relief.

Measles Spreading to the Camp. 


ON THE RIO GUAMA, June 28.—An epi- 
demic of measles, which started on board 
one or two transports, is spreading to the 


camp, and about twenty new cases are re- 
ported to-day. The disease is not danger- 
ous, but the men attacked have been sent 
- the rear, where they can have airy quar- 
ers. 


TROOPS EMBARKING AT TAMPA. 


Gen, Miles Will Get Them Off Before 
He Leaves—Exodus from Camp 
Thomas—Convoy at Key West, 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The announce- 
ment of Gen. Shafter’s purpose to attack 
and if possible take Santiago without delay 
will not be allowed to interfere with the 
forwarding of additional troops to his aid 
as fast as they can be loaded on transports 
at Tampa. To this task Gen. Miles ig ad- 


dressing himself particularly. The delay in 
his departure for the front is understood to 
be due solely to the obligation he feels him- 
self to be under to remain until the last ar- 
rangements are completed for transporting 
the army to Santiago. Just what progress 
is being made in getting the second expe- 
dition ready to move from Tampa is not re- 
vealed by the War Department. 

Gen. Miles sent a telegram this morning 
to that point inquiring as to what trans- 
ports had been loaded, and what troops, if 
any, had gone aboard. The answer to this 
message is for prudential reasons withheld, 
but the fact that it was sent shows that the 
work of embarking the expedition is in 
progress, and that, in the opinion of the 
commanding General, it probably has not 
been completed. There will be no delay of 
this expedition on account of Spanish- ships, 
phantom or otherwise. The Navy Depart- 
ment has had fuil information of the prob- 
able sailing of the transports, and has al- 
ready provided an armed convoy for their 
protection. Secretary of the Navy Long re- 
ceived a telegram from Key West this 
morning notifying him that the war vessels 
selected to escort the troopships were there 
ready for the service, and this information 
he immediately comunicated to the Secre- 
tary of war. 

The convoying squadron will not be large, 
as the need for protection is slight, the only 
craft to be guarded against being the smail 
Spanish gunboats said to be hidden in some 
harbors of the north coast of Cuba. If, as 
is expected, the main body of the second 
section of the Santiago expedition gets 
away from Tampa before the end of the 
present week, it cannot include any consid- 
erable complement of cavalry, since none 
of the transports now at Tampa is fitted es- 
pecially for carrying animals. 

The ships bought for the Government 
from the Atlantic Transport Company last 
week are depended on to furnish the trans- 
portation facilities for the cavalry, they be- 
ing equipped with cattle stalls and other 
conveniences, which will prevent such a loss 
of life as occurred among the animals on 
Gen. Shafter’s voyage to Santiago, Two of 
these ships are now in New York, being put 
in order for the new use to which they are 
designed. One, the Mohawk, is expected to 
gail for Tampa on Saturday. The other 
wil? get away on Sunday or Monday if pres- 
ent calculations do not miscarry. Each of 
these vessels will carry a full regiment of 
cavalry. 

No order has yet been issued for the First 
Corps at Chickamauga, Major Gen. Brooke’s 
command, to move forward, but it is per- 
fectly understood at Army Headquarters 
here that. this order will be given as soon 
as the twenty-seven regiments can be made 
ready, and the necessary transportation fa- 
cilities provided. 

The first destination of these regiments 
depends on the progress of the campaign 
against Santiago. If Gen, Shafter succeeds 
in taking that place before the troops under 
Gen. Brooke can be embarked at Tampa, 
those troops will be sent direct to Puerto 
Rico to co-operate with the regulars with- 
drawn from Santiago for that campaign. 
Meanwhile the equipment and supplying of 
the men in the First Corps will be pushed 
with as much speed as if Gen. Shafter were 
in imminent need of their assistance. It is 
definitely stated at Army Headquarters 
however, that there will be _ no actual 
movemert cf men from the Chickamauga 
camp fcr at least a week yet. 

The railroad companies have been notified 
to be ready for a possible movement at an 
early day, but the exact time is not yet de- 
termined. The Quartermaster’s Department 
has shipped from this city direct to Tampa 
by rail the transportation outfit of Brig. 
Gen. Henry’s division, which is going to the 
aid of Gen. Shafter in installments by the 
Yale and Harvard from Hampton Roads. 
This outfit consists of 160 army wagons, 27 
ambulances, and 830 mules and horses. The 
full wagon train equipments of the troops 
in Cuba are all at Tampa, and were there 
when the first expedition sailed, but were 
not taken for lack of room partly and 
partly because on account of ‘the nature of 
the country about Santiago. It was known 
that little use could be made at the outset 
of wheeled vehicles Pack trains are the 
method of transportation best adapted to 
the conditions prevailing at the present seat 
of operations, and the expedition’s equip- 
ment in this particular will be increased 
when the next transports leave Tampa. 

One complete pack train was sent from 
Tampa early in the present week on board 
the transport Louisiana.

100,000 MOUTHS TO FEED 


Proper Measures to Meet the Emer- 
gency to be Taken Without De- 
lay by Request of Pres- 
ident McKinley. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—There was 
some consultation at the White House and 
War Department to-day that showed how 
firmly convinced the- Administation is 
that Safitiago will soon be in possession 
of the United States forces. The Presi- 
dent has not lost sight of the original in- 
tention to afford aid to those Cubans who 
were suffering for food as a result of the 
war against them by Spain, and he has 
repeatedly hoped that the way would be 
opened for extending assistance to the 
somewhat forgotten reconcentrados. 

In a few days it is expected that Gen. 
Shafter will be in Santiago and that he 
will have to take care not only of his army 
of from 16,000 to 35,000 men, but the Span- 
ish prisoners also, and the indigent popula- 
tion of Santiago deprived of food and the 
opportunity to earn it by a war which they 
did not bring on and are powerless ‘to stop. 

The population of Santiago is about 60,000. 
Not all of the people there will need as- 
sistance from the United States, but it is 
expected that many of them will be glad to 
receive rations until business is resumed 
and can be conducted without fear of in- 
terruption. If the Spanish Army numbers 
10, there will be all told about 100,000 

ersons, including insurgents, to be fed py 
he United States. 

It was ascertained by the Department 
when the Whitehouse made inquiries to-day 
that Gen, Shafter has rations for three 
months for 23,000 men. There would be no 
trouble about increasing the supply to make 
it sufficient to meet the wants of the army 
under Shafter when it is reinforced, but to 
feed the prisoners and dependent people of 
the city it was decided that it would be 
necessary to push forward a very much 
larger supply. 

Commissary General Eagan was at once 
consulted by Gen. Corbin, and the request 
of the President that provision should be 
made for the prisoners and non-combatants 
communicated to him.

BIG CONTRACT FOR FROZEN BEEF. 


Ships to Sail for Cuba with the Meat 
Every Few Days. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Commissary 
Gen, Eagan of the army to-day awarded to 
Swift & Co. of Chicago a contract for sup- 
plying the troops in Cuba with refrigerated 
beef in such quantities and at such places 
as may be required. The contract is a big 
one, and involves the shipment to that 
country of cargoes of dressed meat to be 
used not alone for the soldiers, but also for 
feeding the reconcentrados and the Cuban 
troops. 

The Government guarantees the contract 
to last for not less than three morfths, and 
the beef is to be furnished so that it will 
be perfectly good and fit for use seventy- 
two hours after its delivery, There were a 
large number of proposals from firms which 
desired to obtain the contract, and con- 
“pages competition was. shown in the 

ids. 

It is impossible at this time to say just 
how much beef will be required, but it is 
safe to assume that before the three months 
are up it will amount to over 100,000 pounds 
a day. This is on the basis of 100,000 men, 
who will be furnished with a pound and a 
quarter of beef per day. 

The intention of :he Commissary Depart- 
ment is to send ships every few days from 
Tampa, which will be made the sailing 

oint, each vessel to carry enough meat to 
ast the troops until a fresh consignment 
arrives. For this purpose the department 
has secured two vessels, which will be fitted 
up with refrigerating plants that will pre- 
serve the meat in a fresh and wholesome 
manner. The ships are the Port Victor and 
the Obdam. both of which have been pur- 
chased by the War Department. 

As soon as refrigerating plants can be in- 
stalled they will oe sent from New York 
to Tampa. After the number of troops in 
Cuba has. been materially increased by re- 
inforcements, another vessel will be secured 
and fitted out for the same use. 


FOOD FOR SPANISH TROOPS. 


An Agent at Jamaica Has Two Ships 
Engaged. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 29.—Sefior Lo- 
pez Shavozo, formerly secretary to Gov. 
Gen. Blanco, but now a Spanish agent in Ja- 
maica, has chartered two English schoon- 


ers, the Governor Blake and the Ocean 
Flower, to convey focd to Manzanillo for 
the Spanish troops. 

The vessels are now loading at Montego 
Bay. Admiral Sampson has been notified, 
and they will probably be turned back by 
an American cruiser.

She 
arrived Tuesday evening, having come from 
Key West. Engineer Howell, formerly of 
the Maine, was brought on the Armeria 
from Norfolk. He is ill with malarial fever, 
and was taken to the Naval Hospital as 
soon as the Armeria arrived here.

MAY SUPPORT CITIZENS’ UNION 


A Resolution to Indorse the Candidacy 
of Gov. Black Met with Vigorous 
Opposition — Resolution to In- 
dorse Citizens’ Union Can- 
didates Presented.

. The General Committee of the New York 
County Republican organization met at its 
headquarters, in the St. James Building, 
last night and considered the advisability 
of indorsing the candidacy of Frank S. 
Black for Governor, and also the advisabil- 
ity of supporting candidates nominated by 
the Citizens’ Union. The first of these 
propositions was vigorously opposed. Will- 
iam Brookfield, who offered a resolution in- 
dorsing the Governor’s candidacy, spoke in 
Mr. Black’s ,defense, but the Governor’s 
record since he has been in office was se- 
verely criticized by several of the members. 
The opposition was apparently strong 


enough to prevent its passage, and it was 
referred to a committee, 

Gen. Wager Swayne presided. In his 
opening speech he said that the society for 
the promotion of common honesty in the 
Republican Party in New York City had 
not lost its usefulness, as the recent pri- 
maries bore ‘witness. 

Mr. Brookfield then presented a set of 
resolutions. The preamble to these resolu- 
tions stated that the recent primaries were, 
in the main, in the judgment of the New 
York County Republicans’ organization, 
fairly and honestly conducted, and that 
“for the first time in the recent history of 
such elections’ in the party in this city the 
results showed the real action of a ma- 
jority entitled to control.”’ 

The resolutions called upon the organiza- 
tion to urge upon Republicans “ the impor- 
tance of availing themselves of the privi- 
leges offerea by the primary election law 
by enrolling themselves as members of their 
party on the days of registration next Fall 
and taking part in all prim elections of 
the ay *’ They also pointed out the ne- 
cessity for effort to promote intelligent and 
public-spirited activity within the pery- The 
last of these resolutions proposed the sup- 
port of Mr. Black. The resolutions, with 
the exception of that rt indorsing the 
Governor, which was not put to vote, were 
carried by a vote of 32 to 22, in spite of 
the complaints of several delegates that 
there had been frauds in their districts un- 
der the new primary law. 

‘ Col. Lovell H. Jerome offered the follow- 
ng: 

Whereas, the Citizens’ Union at theirrecent meet- 
ing adopted the following resolutions: ‘‘ First— 
That the Citizens’ Union proceed to nominate 
or secure the nominations of candidates for 
every Assembly or Senatorial district in New 
York City, and for the judicial positions in the 
Metropolitan district, to be filled next Autumn.”’ 

Be it resolved, That we thoroughly approve of 
their intention to nominate candidates for As- 
sembly and Senate, and to pledge our hearty 
support to the election of such candidates, pro- 
vided they are Republicans and thoroughly in- 
dependent, not bound by any allegiance to any 
“boss ’’ or coterie of ‘* bosses,’* and that they 
pledge themselves to administer their offices for 
the best interests of the State and party, irre- 
spective of the dictation of any “‘ boss.’’ 

“TI wish to say,” said Col. Jerome, “ that 
the most important office in the municipal 
government is that of the Assembly, and 
of the. State the Senate at Albany. The 
members can make the government of this 
city anything they wish. The way to get 
rid of these vampires of machine politicians, 
preying upon the vitals of the Republican 
Party, is to take away thefr food supply— 
the offices. I personally would vote for any 
Citizens’ Union nominee as against those of 
the machine, but. in deference to those who 
may think differently, the provision is made 
that their candidates shall be Republicans. 
Let the silver question take care of itself 
when it comes up, and let us support hon- 
estly and loyally the candidates of the Citi- 
zens’ Union, who are sure to be honest and 
deserving men.,”’ 

A motion was made that the resolution 
be referred to the Organization Committee 
to consider and report. Col. Jerome,pleaded 
for immediate action upon the matter, and 
he was loudly applauded. 

‘“‘There is one man in the State,” said 
H. C. Kinkle, “:who controls everything. 
What we want to do is to do that, up. 
We may not elect a single candidate, but 
he can’t, either. A Democratic Governor is 
far preferable to the rule of Platt.” 

Mr. Brookfield said: 

“Don’t let us say we support them pro- 
vided they nominated Republicans. That is 
a ridiculous proposition. wet us stop to 
think. How do we know the Citizens’ 
Union wants us te work with them.” 

It was finally decided that the considera- 
tion of the motion be made a special order 
for a special meeting to be held the fourth 
Monday in July. The consideration of the 
resolution to indorse the Governor was 
postponed to the same meeting. 

Gen. Swayne offered the following, which 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That the policy of committing to 
political parties as such the control of popular 
elections is essentially inimical and dangerous to 
Republican institutions. No such right and no 
such need can, exist without impeaching the fidel- 
ity and diligence of the people as a whole. It is 
contrary alike to government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people. It gives to polit- 
ical combinations a distinct preference in law to 
which no class of the people is separately en- 
titled, and gives also such combinations oppor- 
tunity for self perpetuation and aggrandizement 
which may at any time conflict with popular 
supremacy. 

Resolved, That we respectfully recommend to 
the Governor and Legislature of this State to 
enter with hesitation and caution upon any en- 
larged application of this principle. 


JOHN W. FOSTER ON CHINA. 


AMHERST, Mass., June 29.—John W. Fos- 
ter delivered an address on the Chinese Em- 
pire at the seventy-seventh commencement 
exercises of Amherst College to-day, and 
the Rev. E. Winchester Donald of Boston 
delivered the address to the graduating 
class, 

Referring to the fact that he had been 
requested by President Gates to discuss the 


topic of the Chinese Empire and its_pos- 
siple future, ex-Secretary Foster cited the 
statement of a British Cabinet Minister 
that history furnished no example of the 
present situation of China—of a great em- 
pire, without having received a vital blow, 
utterly unable to resist the feeblest form of 
attack. He proceeded to review the coun- 
try and its people in order to explain this 
anomaly of history. 

The great need of China to-day, he said, 
was an intelligent and courageous leader, 
who could cut loose from the dead past 
and bring to its people the improvement of 
modern, social, commercial, and govern- 
mental methods. Japan, which was the nat- 
ural ally of China, he said@ had precipitated 
the present crisis by its ambitious designs 
which afforded a pretext of European inter- 
vention. 

The dismemberment of China seems im- 
minent, Mr. Foster thinks. The nation 
which can and is most likely to prevent it is 
Great Britain. In concluding Mr. Foster 
said: ‘* Added to these large and growing 
interests there has come a concurrence of 
political events of the highest influence and 
magnitude. The Hawaiian Islands, the stra- 
tegic outpost of the military defense of 
our Pacific Coast territory, and the half- 
way station of our commerce with Asia, are 
knocking for admission to the American 
Union. Suddenly, and at the call of hu- 
manity, we are %t war with Spain to give 
freedom to a near-by people, the Cubans. 
But, strangely enough, the first blow in the 
conflict is struck in the far-off Pacific, and 
the victory to our arms gives us control, 
temporarily at least, of a country consti- 
tuting an empire in extent and population. 

“ Joined to these is the friendly sympathy 
manifested by the English people in this 
conflict. While most of the nations of Eu- 
rope criticise our attitude and would re- 
joice in Spanish success, the British people 
and Government have shown unmistakable 
appreciation of our cause. Those of us who 
believe in our overruling power which con- 
trols in the affairs of nations as well as in- 
dividuals, may see in these events the lead- 
ings of Providence calling the American 
people to a still greater perereten and 
interest in the affairs of the Far East. 

“Under these circumstances it is im- 
possible for us to look upon the situation 
in China with indifference, as our interest 
in preserving free commercial intercourse 
with that country coincides with that of 
Great Britain. It is fortunate that the 
present war has brought us more closely 
together, and led us to forget the causes 
which have partially estranged us in the 
past. A political alliance is not necessary to 
bring about the co-operation of the British 
and American Governments in Chinese af- 
fairs. But it is a. happy augury for the 
future ot that ancient empire in its crisis 
of distress that there is a concurrence of 
interests and views respecting it in two 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon race. If Eng- 
land and America can by a common policy 
give security to the Government, bring 
about a better and purer system of admin- 
istration, and break down the spirit of 
conservatism, there may come to China an 
era of power and prosperity unequaled 
in the past.”

PROMOTIONS FROM THE LINE 


‘Brigadier Generals Now in the Regular 
ae Army Will Have a Chance to Rise 
—Others Will Be Benefited 

by the Change. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—President Mc- 
Kinley will at an early day send to the Sen- 
ate a number of nominations for Major Gen- 
eral. The list has been selected somewhat 
with reference to the opportunities that the 
Brigadiers who are to be named will have 
to win their promotions. But the necessi- 
ties of the service suggested some time ago 
that more Major Generals should be named, 
and the roster issued by the War Depart- 
ment carries blank spaces numbered as high 
as twenty-nine for officers of the highest 


rank.

Reports from Spanish Sources of the 
Adventure with a Gunboat and 
Smaller Boats. 


HAVANA, June 28,—The commander of 
the Spanish gunboat Ardilla reports that 
while reconnoitring on June 26 around 
Coloma and other places at Coyaela, 
he was informed that a strange steam- 
er with one smokestack, apparently a 
warship of 8.000 tons, was in sight. The 
stranger soon caught sight of the Ardilla 
and pursued her. The gunboat kept within 
the Blue Sea, and succeeded in keeping out 
of range of the guns of her pursuer. To the 
southeastward the stranger, which was 
found to be an American ship, appeared to 
be in company with several other vessels. 

The Ardilla made a reconnoissance on the 
following day, June 27, and discovered that 
the American ship had captured the sloops 
Nomesia of Batabano, Province of Havana; 
Amistad and Manuelita of Coloma, Proviace 
of Pinar del Rio, and two pilot boats. It is 
claimed that when the sloops were sighted 
the American ship hoisted the Spanish flag, 
which caused Pilot Joaquin Hernandez of 
the Luz to hoist the Spanish flag, believing 
he had to do with a Spanish warship. The 
pilot also approached the American vessel, 
and did not find out his mistake until the 
latter fired blank shot and afterward fired 


loaded shells at the pilot boat. The shells, 
it is claimed, exploded near her. 

The American ship by this time seems to 
have driven the Spanish craft into a bunch, 
including the Luz, Jacinto, Amistad, Neme- 
sia, and Manuelita. The latter, it is further 
alleged, let go their anchors and were aban- 
doned by their crews, who made for the 
shore, going in the direction of Punta de 
Piedras, on the southwestern extremity of 
Pinar del Rio, between the Isle of Pines and 
the mainland. The commander of the Ne- 
mesia, with one of his crew, remained on 
board his sloop, and was captured and 
taken on board the American ship. Later 
he was set at liberty, after having been 
questioned regarding the Spanish fleet and 
the general situation of affairs. 

The American ship is described as carry- 
ing one gun forward, another at her stern, 
and four guns on each side. She is said to 
have been commanded by a “frigate Cap- 
tain’’ and to have ‘ carried about 600 men 
with blue pants and red fringe,’’ who said 
they were going to Cuba and afterward to 
Key West. 


The American auxiliary cruiser referred 
to in the dispatch from Havana was un- 
doubtedly the Yankee, manned by the 
young men of the Naval Militia, which ar- 
rived at Key West from Cienfuegos on 
Monday last. She then reported that off 


the Isle of Pines, southwest coast of Cuba, 
she captured, burned, and destroyed five 
Spanish small craft loaded with fish, and 
that she also captured two prisoners, who 
were released, and four dogs, who were 
brought to Key West on the Yankee. 

The Yankee also reported having been en- 
gaged with a Spanish gunboat, undoubted- 
ly the Ardilla, referred to in the dispatch 
from Havana. The Yankee met the Span- 
iard on June 18 off Cienfuegos, and opened 
fire on her with the result that the Ardilla 
was greatly damaged, the officers of the 
American ship say, and probably sank soon 
afterward. 


The Vessel to be a Headquarters Boat 
in Cuban Waters—Contribu- 


tions Announced. 


The Red Cross a yacht equipped by mem- 
bers of the Red Cross auxiliaries, was 
formally commissioned yesterday afternoon, 
and late in the day sailed for the south. 
The vessel, which was formerly the yacht 
Admiral, has been fitting out at a pier in 
South Brooklyn, and at about 12:30 o’ciock 
yesterday afternoon she came across the 
Upper Bay and made fast at Pier A, North 
River. At that time the pier was crowded 
with men and women members of the Red 
Cross societies, who had come to see the 
vessel before she left for service. 

As soon as the yacht was made fast most 
of those who had gone to see it off went 
on board. The yacht was greatly admired 
by all, and although she is small she is 
roomy and carries a big cargo of supplies. 

After a brief inspection the yacht was 
formally put in commission, Miss Goldie La 
Roche of Brooklyn, daughter of President 


La Roche of the Metropolitan Hardware 
Company, hoisting the flag. The guests 
then had a luncheon. 

The Red Cross will be a sort of head- 
quarters boat in Cuban waters. There are 
no accommodations on board for patients, 
but it has a most complete outfit of surgi- 
cal instruments and medicines, including 
two X-ray machines. The outfit cost $20,000, 
the yacht $60,00Q and the additional cost 
for fitting out was $5,000. 

The Red Cross is in charge of Capt. 
Schaub and has a crew of fourteen men. D. 
L. Cobb, the counsel of the Red Cross So- 
ciety, is chief of staff on the vessel, and 
the surgeons on board are Drs. Solosso and 
Carbonel. Henry Sewall is an assistant, 
and Mozart Lesser has been engaged as a 
helper. These are all familiar with the dis- 
eases peculiar to Cuba,

The Hospital Ship May Leave Here 


for Cuba To-morrow. 


The hospital ship Relief, which has been 
fitted out for service in Cuban waters, is 
about ready for service and may leave here 
to-morrow. The Relief is at the Morgan 
Iron Works at East Ninth Street. 

The interior fittings of the Relief are al- 
most perfect, and the vessel when in service 


will be one of the finest of her kind in the 
world. Three hundred patients can be ac- 
commodated between decks, and in an 
emergency twice that number of beds may 
be set up. The beds are of iron, with wire 
springs and soft mattresses. The operating 
room has every modern appliance. Among 
the mechanical a on the Relief are 
distilling, carbonizing, freezing, and disin- 
fecting plants, and the vessel is lighted 
throughout by electricity and ventilated by 
electric fans. 


COAL CARGO KEPT FROM SPAIN. 


Capt. Phinney Declines to Surrender 
It at Vera Cruz, 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—A, second case 
of an attempt to transfer coal from an 
American vessel to a Spanish merchantman 
in Mexico has brought out the old-time 
pluck of an American sea Captain, The 
600-ton American schooner Clara A. Phin- 
ney of New Bedford some days ago was 
authorized to clear with 700 tons of coal 


from Mobile to Vera Cruz on affidavits of 
reliable citizens of Mobile that the coal was 
destined for railroad purposes, 

On reaching Vere Cruz Capt. Phinney was 
directed by L. Jonblanc, his consignee, to 
place his vessel alongside the Spanish 
steamer Maria Herrara. In the presence of 
a group of excited Spanish sympathizers,

Names of Hobson’s Crew Included 
in the Resolution of Thanks 
by Congress. 


SENATOR HOAR PROPOSES IT 


Action Also in Regard to the Conduct 
of Capt. Newcomb of the Hudson 
at Cardenas and Hodgsdon 
at Manila. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—In accordance 
with the recommendations of the President, 
the Senate, at the beginning of its session 
to-day, took action in recognition of the dis- 
tinguished services rendered recently by of- 
ficers and men of the navy and Revenue 
Cutter Service. 

Mr. Frye (Rep., Me.,) reported from the 
Committee on Commerce a joint resolution 
recognizing the gallantry’‘of Frank H. New- 
comb, commanding the revenue cutter Hud- 
son, and of his officers and men; also re- 
tiring Capt. Daniel B. Hodgsdon of the Rev- 
enue Cutter Service for efficient and meri- 
torious services in command of the revenue 
cutter Hugh McCulloch at Manila. The res- 
olution extends the thanks of Congress to 
Lieut. Newcomb for his heroic gallantry in 
the action at Cardenas, when he and his 
crew rescued the Winslow and such of her 
crew as had not been disabled or killed, 
and provides for a suitable medal of gold 
for Newcomb, silver medals for his officers, 
and bronze medals for the members of his 
crew. It also places Capt. Hodgsdon of the 
McCulloch on permanent waiting orders at 
full duty pay. 

The resolution was adopted without de- 
bate. 

Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.,) of the Naval Com- 
—_— 
mittee then reported favorably a resolution 
tendering the thanks of Congress to Naval 
Constructor Hobson, who, with his crew of 
seven men, sunk the collier Merrimac across 
the entrance to the Harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba, and provided for the transfer of Mr. 
Hobson from the Construction Corps of the 
navy to the line. The resolution was also 
adopted. 

After the resolution had been adopted, Mr, 


Hoar, addressing himself to the action just 
taken by the Senate, said: ‘‘ All we do and 
all we have done for Naval Constructor Hoab- 
son, in recognition of his distinguished brav- 
ery, is to extend to him by name the 
thanks of Congress. But in this case, where 
a deed of special heroism was performed, it 
seems to me that we ought to recognize the 
men who volunteered to accompany him on 
his perilous undertaking. All were under- 
going the same risk, and the names of the 
entire seven ought to be mentioned in the 
resolution. I would be glad to see this 
Chamber filled with such heroes as those 
men are.”’ . 

Mr. Hoar said that such recognition by 
Congress was one of the greatest marks of 
honor that could be conferred upon any 
man or men, 

Five hundred years hence the descendants 
of these men would know and would be 
proud to tell of the remarkable feat they 
had performed. He hoped therefore that Mr. 
Hale would consent to have the resolution 
reconsidered and the names of all the he- 
roes of the Merrimac inserted in the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Perkins (Cal.) said that he had in 
mind the same suggestion, and had obtained 
from the Navy Department an accurate list 
of the names of the Merrimac volunteers. 

Mr. Hale said the President, always keen- 
ly alive to the proprieties, had suggested 
the form of the resolution in his message 
to Congress, but he was certain that the 
suggested amendment would meet his ap- 
proval. He therefore moved the reconsider- 
ation of the resolution, that the names of 
the crew might be incorporated. 

Mr. Sewell (N. J.) delfvered a eulogy of 
the American soldiers and sailors. He de- 
clared they were all heroes. No deed of 
daring could be suggested that would not 
command instantly the services of scores of 
volunteers. Heretofore it had been the cus- 
tom of Congress to grant the special favor 
of thanks only to men who wore shoulder 
straps, but he thought that at this time, 
when our army was lying before the forti- 
fications of Santiago, it would be well to 
recognize the private soldier and the com- 
mon sailor, who by their gallantry turned 
the tide of battles and made commissioned 
officers great, 

Mr. Nelson (Minn.) hoped that the names 
of the men who accompanied Lieut. Hobson 
in his ——— undertaking would be incor- 
porated in the resolution. Not to recognize 
thus their gallantry was to his mind hostile 
to the spirit of American institutions. 

Mr. Perkins said that naming the men 
specifically in the resolutions would be the 
establishment of a precedent that this coun- 
try could well afford to establish. He 
drew a vivid word picture of the deed per- 
formed by the*Merrimac’s gallant crew. 

The resolution was so amended as to in- 
clude the names of the crew who accom- 
panied Lieut. Hobson and adopted. 


LIEUT. BERNADOUS REWARD. 


Advance of Ten Numbers for Heroism 
on the Winslow at Cardenas. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—The President 
to-day recommended to the Senate that 
Lieut. John B. Bernadou of the navy be 
advanced ten numbers for eminent and con- 


spicuous conduct in the battle at Cardenas 
May 11, 1898. 


Lieut. John B. Bernadou was appointed at 
large to the Naval Academy in 1876, became 
a Midshipman in 1882, an Ensign, junior 
grade, in 1883; an Ensign in 1884, Lieuten- 
ant, junior grade, in 1892, and was commis- 
sioned a Lieutenant in 1896. He was on 
special duty in Korea in 1883-5, at the Office 
of Naval Intelligence in 18S87-91,. and was 
subsequently on ithe European station. He 
was detailed to the command of the Wins- 
low Dec. 29, 1897. 

At Cardenas the Winslow tried to capture 
a Spanish gunboat. but the Spaniards on 
shore opened fire on the torpedo boat, and 
having a perfect range, the Winslow was hit 
several times and disabled. One shell ex- 
ploded on board and killed Ensign Worth 
Bagley and four of the crew, as well as se- 
verely wounding Lieut. Bernadou. The 
Winslow was towed out of danger by the 
Hudson, and Lieut. Bernadou was taken to 
the hospital at Key West, where he has 
since remained. 


The O’Higgins Not Sold to Spain. 


Flint & Co. of this city have received a 
dispatch from Beech & Co., their agents at 
Valparaiso, Chile, saying there is no truth 


in the report that the Chilean armored 
cruiser Almirante O’Higgins has been sold 
to the Government of Spain. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The O’Higgins 
has not been sold to Spain, and positive in- 
formation has reached here that Chile will 
not sell the ship to any Government. 


LONDON, June 30.—The Madrid corres- 
pondent of The Times says: 

‘“*Ministers deny the rumors that Spain 
is nc asi cruisers from China or other 
nations.”’ 


Naval Auxiliary Board Dissolved. 


The Naval Board on Auxiliary Vessels has 
been dissolved and the members of the board 
will attend to other duties.

MR. GOULD ON RAPID TRANSIT. 


He Believes that the Commissioners 
Do Not Intend to Agree with 
His Company. 


Among the passengers who sailed yes- 
terday by the steamer Teutonic was George 
J. Gould. In speaking about the present 
situation of the rapid transit negotiations, 
Mr. Gould said that when the Extension 
Committee adjourned on Tuesday it left the 
entire matter in the hands of the Manhat- 
tan Railroad Company’s lawyers, \ Judge 
Dillon and Mr. Gardner, and if any action 


became necessary during the Summer they 
would attend to it. 

When Mr, Gould’s attention was called to 
Mr. Sage’s statement that the Manhattan 
Company would not pay a rental of 5 per 
cent. of the gross receipts, he said it was 
unreasonable to demand such a high rental. 
The portion of the Ninth Avenue line that 
is to be paralleled by the West Street line, 
he said, was operated at a loss of $96,293 
during the year ended June 30, 1897. If the 
traffic of the new line shall be. proportion- 
ate to that of the old, which is improbable, 
the loss on the West Street route would be 
shape a year, 

five per cent. of the gross passenger re- 
ceipts for rental on the new line Mr. Gould 
figured would be $27,000 a year, and this 
would be the sum that the Rapid Transit 
Board insists the company must pay in ad- 
dition to losing about $105,000 a year. 

The rental question Mr. Gould considered 
was about the only obstacle in the negotia- 
tions, and he believed that the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners mean that it shall 
be the obstacle and the rock upon which the 
negotiations shall break. They do not want 
to deal with the company, he said, and 
have decided that the easiest way to let 
themselves out is to put up a price that the 
company cannot and will not pay. 

Among other passengers on the Teutonic 
were Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Beekman, Mr, and 
Mrs, James A. Burden, the Rey. Dr. How- 
ard Duffield and wife, the Rev. Endicott

Tool Companies Combine. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 29.—A large 
interest in the Pond Machine Tool Com- 
pany of this city, which employs 2,000 
skilled mechanics at. present on _ several 


large Government contracts, principally dis- 
appearing gun carriages, has been purchased 
by the Niles Tool Works of Hamilton, Ohio. 
The stock purchased was owned principally 
by J. N. Maxwell, President of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, and his brother, 
the late Bugene Maxwell. It Is not the in- 
tention to consolidate the two companies. 
It is expected that each of the shops will 
be run independent of each other in most 
respects, but there will be co-operation by 
which the shipping and other like expenses 
will be reduced. The shops are now run- 
ning night and day on the work of building 
disappearing gun carriages designed for 
coast defense. 


Died at the Age of 117. 


SCRANTON, Penn., June 29.—Patrick Hag- 
gins, said to be the oldest man in Pennsyl- 
vania, died here last night, aged 117 years, 
His age is authenticated by records and cer- 
tificates which show that he was born in 
County Londonderry, Ireland, Nov. 1, 1781. 
Mr. Haggins’s father died at the age of 111 
years and his mother at 107. 


PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


General Deficiency Bill Passed in 
the Senate with a Pacific 
Railway Amendment. 


PEARL HARBOR APPROPRIATION 


Political Wrangle in the House Be- 
tween Grosvenor and Bailey — 
Bills Passed Relating to 
the Army. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The Senate to- 
day adopted an amendment to the General 
Deficiency bill providing for the collection 
of. the Pacific railway debts) The amend- 
ment is as follows: 

That the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secre- 
tary of the Intérior, and the Attorney General 
and their successors in office, be, and they are 
hereby, appointed a commission, with full power 
to settle.the indebtedness to the Government 
growing out of the issue of bonds in aid of the 
wonstruction of the.Central Pacific and Western 
Pacific bond-aided railroads, upon such terms 
and in such manner as may be agreed upon by 
them, or by a majority of them, and the owners 
of said railroads; provided that any and ail 
settléments thus made shall be submitted in 
writing to the President for his approval or dis- 
approval, and unless approved by him shall not 
be binding. 

That said-ecommission shall not agree to accept 
a less sum 4n settlement of the amount due the 
United States than the full amount. of the 
principal and all amounts necessary to reimburse 
the United States for moneys paid for interest 
or otherwise. And, also provided, that said 
commission are hereby empowers to grant such 
time or times of payment by installment, and at 
such rates of interest, to be not less than 3 per 
cent. per ahnum, payable semi-annually, and 
with such security as said commission may deem 
expedient; provided, however, that in any settle- 
ment that may be made the final payment and 
full discharge of said indebtedness shall not be 
postponed to exceed ten years, and the whole 
emount, principal and interest, shall be paid in 
equal semi-annual installments within the period 
so limited, and in any settlement made it shall 
be provided that if default shall be made in any 
payment of either a or interest, or any 
part thereof, then the whole sum and all install- 
ments, principal and interest, shall immediately 
become due’ and payable, notwithstanding any 
other stipulation of said settlement. 

That there is hereby appropriated, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, the sum of $20,000 to defray the expenses 
of said commission in making the said settle- 
ment. 

The amendment as originally introduced 
by Mr. MORGAN (Dem., Ala.,) was in two 
parts. The first part provided for a com- 
mission, consisting of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Secretary of the Interior, and 
the Attorney General, with full powers to 
settle the indebtedness of the Government 
growing out of its assistance in the con- 
struction of the Pacific railways. The sec- 
ond part provided that the funds acquired 
by the Government from the settlement 
with the railroads should be applied to the 
construction of a ship canal through Nica- 
ragua. 

Mr. PETTIGREW (Sil. Rep., S. D.,) ob- 
jected to the amendment, explaining that 
his objection was based upon the disposi- 
tion proposed to be made of the money re- 
ceived from the railroads. 

Unanimous consent was’ given Mr. MOR- 
GAN to make a statement concerning the 
amendment. After discussing at some 
length the existing situation between the 
Government and the Pacific railroads, he 
said it was evident that the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal was going to be built and built very 
soon. When the Senate had carefully con- 
sidered the matter, he was satisfied not 
a half dozen votes would be cast against 
the canal project. The people of the United 
States had discovered that a waterway 
through Nicaragua was absolutely neces- 


sary to this country as a protection to our 
coasts and as a promoter of commerce. 

Mr. MORGAN believed that the great 
fund, after having performed its work of 
constructing transcontinental railway lines, 
well might be employed by this Government 
in constructing the Nicaragua Canal, thus 
affording quick water transportation to the 
Pacific Coast and an easy means of afford- 
ing protection to the great coast line of the 
country. 

Mr. MORGAIN referred to the fact that 
the Atlas Company, a British organization, 
had received from Nicaragua important con- 
cessions in the San Juan River and Lake 
Managua. This company, he said, was com- 
posed of prominent and wealthy men of 
England and the United States. 

He did not doubt that the Atlas Company 
expected to receive the concessions which 
the United States was about to lose through 
delay in taking action. A contest between 
the Atlas Company and the United States 
over the concessions was certain, he 
thought, to occur. He explained that the 
concessions granted by Nicaragua to the 
Maritime Canal Company would expire Oct. 
9, 1899. In response to an inquiry, the Sec- 
retary of State had informed him definitely 
that no step was to be taken by the diplo- 
matic department of the Government upon 
the Nicaragua Canal project until the con- 
cessions of the Maritime Canal Company 
had been set aside or had expired, 

(Mr. MORGAN urged that immediate ac- 
tion should be taken by Congress upon the 
canal project, which he regarded as one of 
the most important questions that had con- 
fronted Congress for many years. In con- 
clusion, Mr. MORGAN, to escape the point 
of order against the amendment, withdrew 
that part of it relating to the Nicaragua Ca- 


nal. 

Mr. WILSON, (Washington,) a member of 
the special committee on the Nicaragua 
Canal, objected. He said that the construc- 
tion of the canal was so vitally important 
to his State and to the Pacific Coast gen- 
erally that he could not consent that the 
amendment should be divided. He then 
made a point of order against the amend- 
ment, and the point was sustained by the 
Chair, 

The General Defciency bill was reported 
to the Senate and about to be passed, when 
Mr. WILSON withdrew his point of order 
against the first part of Mr, MORGAN’S 
amendment. 

The first part of the amendment, with 
some modifications, offered by Mr. WHITE 
(Cal.) then was agreed to. The amendment 
stands as given above. 


PEARL HARBOR APPROPRIATION. 


Senate Votes $40,000 for a Purchase 
of Land in Hawaii and $105,000 
for Dredging. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. HALE presented an amendment 
to the General Deficiency bill appropriating 
$40,000 for the purchase by condemnation 
or otherwise of not less than 800 acres of 
land at not exceeding $50 an acre in Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaiian Islands, for a coating 
and repair station, and $105,000 for dredging 
the bar in the harbor to eecure a channel 
of not less than thirty feet in depth. 

In the course of the discussion of the 
amendment, Mr. SPOONDR, (Rep., Wis.,) 
suggested that it was loosely drawn. He 
contended that the Hawaiian Islands had 
not yet become a part of the United States 
and that the land could not under existing 
circumstances be condemned. On his sug- 
gestion the amendment was so changed as 


to make the condemnation conditional upon 
its being practicable. 

Mr. PETTIGREW (Silver Rep., S. D..) 
stated that all the land around the harbor 
was owned by private parties, and that de- 
sirable for purchase by an Englishman 
named Campbell, an  anti-annexa‘ionist. 
Campbell, he said, told him that he would 
not part with his property for less than 
$75 an acre, hence it would be necessary 
t» ecendemn in order to secure it at a less 
price. Mr. PETTIGREW also said Mr. 
Campbell owned the fishing rights and thus 
controlled the entrance to the harbor. 

In this connection Mr. PETTIGREW 
found opportunity to call attention to the 
superior advantage of the harbor in the Isl- 
and of Kiska. 

“Tf,” he said, “‘ the Government is going 
to make an appropriation for the improve- 
ment of a harbor in the Pacific, why rot 
improve one in our own territory, and 
which is 1,000 miles nearer the Asiatic 
Coast. The proposition simply exhibits more 
of this infernal nonsense about hurbors 
which command nothing but water and with 
nobody to fight.” 

The discussion then took the form of a 
consideration of the title of the United 
States to Pearl Harbor. Mr. ALLEN (Pop., 
Neb.,) contended that the title was a mere 
easement terminating with the reciprocity 
treaty. Messrs. HALE (Rep., Me.,) and 
SPOONER (Rep., Wis.,) contended that it 
was an absolute grant, but Mr. HALE ad- 
mitted that it was practically valueless 
without the power to make improvements 
and secure adjoining land. Mr. SPOONER 
said the United States might as well have a 
grant to a harbor in the clouds as to have 


this harbor with a private individual con- 
trolling the harbor. 
The amendment was agreed 10. 


HAWAIIAN DEBATE CONTINUED. 


Mr, Caffery of Louisiana Finishes His 
Argument Against the Annexa- 
fe tion. Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Mr. CAFFERY 
(Dem., La.,) concluded to-day his speech 
against the Hawaiian annexatior resolution. 
In the course of his speech he said, in reply 
to an inquiry by Mr. TELLPR, that the 
method by which Texas had been acquired 
was contrary to the Constitution. The reso- 
lution of annexation was forced through by 
a partisan majority, just as it was now 
proposed to force through the Hawaiian 
resolution, regardless of the fact that ad- 
mission could only be accomplished legiti- 
mately by treaty. 

In concluding, Mr. CAFFERY referred to 
the interest of the Sugar Trust in the pend- 
ing resoiution 

“It has been said that the Sugar Trust 
is opposing the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands,” said he. ‘ Now, if there is any- 
thing that is perfectly clear to me it is that 
the Sugar Trust wants annexation. The 
charge that it is in any way opposing the 
annexation of the islands, to my mind, is 
not well sustained. What the Sugar Trust 
wants is raw cane sugar free of any duty, 
and annexation will give them the Hawaiian 
product free. The sugar is brought to San 
Francisco and there refined by the Trust. 
The refined product is not made in Hawaii.” 

Mr. CAFFERY further maintained that 
the Sugar Trust controlled the market for 
raw sugar, and that annexation would 
fasten firmly ite hold upon the market in 
this country. 

Mr. CAFFERY’S was the only speech de- 
livered to-day on the Hawaiian resolution. 


EXCITEMENT IN THE HOUSE. 


Democratic and Republican Leaders 
Become Entangled in a Personal 
Dispute—Several Bills Pass. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The session of 
the House to-day was enlivened by a polit- 
ical episode in which Mr. GROSVENOR 
(Rep., Ohio,) and Mr. BAILEY (Dem., Tex- 
as,) figured as the principals. The incident 
came in the course of the discussion of a 
bill to increase the daiiy army ration by 
the addition tri-weekly of one quarter of a 
pound of full cream American cheese and 
two ounces of canned corn. 

Mr. HANDY (Dem., Del.,) attacked the 
bill as presented not in response to the de- 
mand of the army, but of the cheesemak- 
ers. In this connection he reviewed the 
communications from the commissary ofli- 
cers opposing cheese as a ration and 
charged the bill wholly to the men who rep- 
resent cheese constituents, 

Mr. ALLEN, (Dem., Miss.,) who also op- 
posed the bill, took occasion in the course 
of his speech to reply to the assertion of 
Mr. GROSVENOR in the Ohio Republican 
Convention in which he was reported as 
saying the opposition to the Republicans had 
practically unanimously opposed all neces- 
sary war measures since the passage of the 
fifty-million-dollar urgency appropriation. 
Mr. ALLEN denied it, and said he could only 
explain the utterance on the ground that 
Mr. GROSVENOR was one of those who 
thought no man could be a patriot who op- 
posed bond issues and had based his state- 
ment upon the vote of Democrats and Pop- 
ulists against the War Revenue bill with 
the bond provision. 

Mr. ALLEN created great applause by 
making ‘the proposition that a company of 
Congressmen, led by Gen. GROSVENOR, be 
raised and go to Cuba. When Mr. ALLEN 
concluded, Mr, GROSVE;NOR (Rep., Ohio,) 
arose. He did not believe, he said, that 
the floor of the House was the proper place 
to attack and comment upon political 
speeches and matters which arose outside 
the House. It was not his purpose now, he 
saidy to-go into a detailed answer to the 
criticism that had been showered upon him 
for his Ohio convention speech, but in due 
time he would take occasion to follow in 
detail the votes of the opposition since the 
war began and endeavor to show that the 
spirit of every word of his speech was 
warranted. 

A somewhat sensational occurrence fol- 
lowed when Mr. GROSVENOR, proceeding, 
said it was strange that he should be 
singled out for criticism when Democrats 
were indulging in quite as severe reflections 
upon their party. Here he produced an 
editorial from a Washington paper, “a 
leading Democratic organ” ‘published on 
June 22, the day the Ohib. convention was 
in session, and announced it was written 
by a Democratic member of Congress, and 
was quite as severe as anything he (Grosve- 
nor) had said in criticism of the Democrats. 

‘““Name him, name him,” cried a dozen 
Democrats, excitedly, and Mr. GROSVE- 
NOR vans declined to name the al- 
leged author of the article. Then came a 
storm of protests against the reading of the 
editorial which the Ohio member had sent 
to the Clerk’s desk. 

“JT will read it myself in my own time; I 
am a pretty good reader,” declared Mr. 
GROSVENOR as he demanded the. paper 
returred to him. 

‘“*Name the Democratic member who you 
say wrote the article,” demanded Mr. 
WILLIAMS, (Dem., Miss.,) with question- 
ing emphasis upon “you.” Z 

“T shall not,” responded Mr. GROSVEN- 
OR. He was proceeding when Mr, BAILEY, 
the leader of the Democrats, upon whom 
every one knew the article was an attack, 
arose, plainly excited, and indignant. The 
Ohioan read a paragraph severely reflecting 
upon the recent course of the minority 
and stopped, as it subsequently developed, 
to comment when Mr, BAILEY with vigor 
interrupted him. 

“T want to say it’s an attack upon me,” 
said the Texan, “and I want every word 
of it read.”’ 

*“*T shall read what I please,”’ replied Mr. 
GROSVENOR, and Mr. BAILEY then made 
the point of order it could not be read. 

A personal colloguy followed, in which 
acrimony was plenteous, when Mr. GROS- 
VPNOR said he was no schoolboy to be 
dictated to by Mr. BATLEY, and the latter 
referred to the Ohioan as one who was 
too indecent to be courteous. Finally Mr. 
BAILEY insisted upon his point, and the 
Speaker declared it well taken. Mr. 
BAILEY then withdrew it, saying he mere- 
ly wanted it made plain that Mr. GROS- 
VENOR was proceeding by consent of the 
House and not of his own right. Mr. GROS- 
VENOR read the editorial in full and com- 
mented upon it as being a more severe ar- 
raignment of the Democratic Party than 
his speech contained 

“It shows,” he said, “that two minds, 
one, that of a humble Republican, the other 
that of a great Democrat, were running in 
the same channel.” 

“Now then,” said Mr. BAILEY calmly 
when Mr. GROSVENOR had concluded, 
“will the gentleman from Ohio say who 
was the Democratic Congressman who he 
declares wrote the editorial? ” 

“I submit,” came the response, “ that I 
cannot do that unless the gentleman who 
positively informed me gives me permission. 
It would be a breach of confidence. I am 
willing to name the Republican member 
who heard my informant name the Demo- 
crat who wrote the. editorial.” 

“T am inclined to believe,” Mr. BAILEY 
said, ‘“‘that the gentleman from Ohio is 
right in declining to violate what he con- 
siders a confidence, but it occurs to me that 
if any member on this side wrote the edi- 
torial he would certainly have the courage 
and candor to now admit it.’”’ 

When the House adjourned the Cheese 
and Canned Corn bill had not been disposed 
of; an amendment to the bill was under 
consideration adding chewing and smoking 
tobacco to the ration of soldiers. 

In the course of the day the.House passed 
a number of measures, most of which re- 
lated to the army. Among these measures 
was the bill to authorize the appointment 
of a military storekeeper for the army and 
the bill to protect the harbor defenses and 
fortifications from wanton and malicious in- 


ury. 

; The Senate bills providing for a Military 
Secretary of War and for a Second Assist- 
ant Secretary of War was rejected. 


CHEESE AS PART OF THE RATIONS. 


Military Men Do Not Want It, but 


Congress May Insist. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The use of 
cheese as an addition to the army ration 
has become an issue between certain mem- 
bers of Congress and the Commissary De- 
partment of the army. 

A bill providing that the daily army ration 
be increased by the addition thereto tri- 
weekly of one-quarter of a pound of full 
creamery American cheese was recently in- 
troduced in the House and referred to the 
Committee on Military Affairs. That com- 
mittee asked Commissary General Eagan 


to give his opinion on the subject, which he 
did. Gen. Eagan pronounced the furnishing

of cheese as a part of the regular ration in- 
advisable. It had been tried in the regular 
army once for a period of three years, he 
said, and the reports on it during that-time 
resulted in its ing di ed. ‘The addi- 
tion of every new item to the ration, he 
said, added to the transportation problem 
for the Quartermaster’s Department, and 
piled up the expense. 

The Military Affairs Committee has made 
& report recommending the passage of the 
bill and adding thereto an amendment pro- 
viding for the further addition of two ounces 
of canned corn to the ration three timés 
a week. In support of its position in oppo- 
sition to the Commissary General the com-' 
mittee submits a report from the Commis- 
sioner df Agriculture urging the supplyi 
of cheese to the soldiers and pronouncing 
a more nourishing food element than any 
other component of the ration with the 
sible exception of roast beef. The fact that 
cheese offers great nourishing power in con- 
densed form, making it most convenient for 
transporting and use, was urged as another 
recommendation. ; 

The agricultural interest in Congress, es- 
pecially from the cheese-producing States, 
is solidly arraigned in favor of the -bill, and 
it is not unlikely that it will be passed in 
spite of the opposition of the experts of 
the Commissary Department. Cheese is now 
kept for sale by the Commissaries of Sub- 
sistence, and is one of the articles which 
company messes may purchase with the 
savings from the sale of their surplus reg- 
ular rations. S 


NEW CHAPEL AT WEST POINT. 


The House Passes the Bill to Allow a 
Catholic Building Erected If the 
Secretary of War Permits. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The House to- 
day, by a vote of 133 to 25, passed the bill 
to give the Secretary of War the discre- 
tion of permitting any church or religious 
sect to erect a house of worship on the 
West Point military reservation. 

Mr. SULZER, (Dem., N. Y.,) in support- 
ing the bill, said all Protestants worshipped 
there in a chapel owned by the Government, 
and the purpose of the bill really was to 


give the Catholics the right to build their 
own chapel. 

Mr. BROMWELL (Rep., Ohio,) opposed 
the bill as being framed solely for the 
Catholics, and he antagonized launching 
upon a policy that would end in a fight be- 
tween the churches for control of the wor- 
ship at West Point. 

‘*I am a brother-in-law to the Methodist 
Church,” declared Mr. CANNON, (Rep.; 
Iil.,) and the gentlemen cannot claim that 
there is anything in the bill that discrimi- 
nates against the Methodist Church or any 
other church. The Secretary of War can 
grant under the bill permission to any 
church to erect a church upon the military 
reservation. 

Mr, BAILBY defied any one to contend 
that the bill contained anything that fa- 
vored one sect over any other. “ The bill 
under consideration,” said Mr. BAILEY, 
“expressly does not institute any denomi- 
nation or Church at West Point, but it ex- 


_pressly allows any Church to institute itself 


there for the worship of God according to 
its own creed.’’ 

In_response to another interruption, Mr. 
BAILBY said: ‘A Government that main- 
tains a barroom in its Capitol and re- 
fuses the right for any Church to build its 
own church on the reservation where its 
soldiers are trained is a disgrace.” 


IMPORTANT CIVIL 
SERVICE DECISON. 


The Appellate Division Upholds Tam- 
many’s Contention of a Distinct 
System for hew York. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday unanimously decided that 
the civil service rules approved by the 
Mayor of this city are not required, before 
being operative, to be approved by the 
State Civil Service Commissioner. The ques- 
tion arose upon appeal by George BD. Leet 
from the refusal of the Special Term to 
grant a writ of mandamus for his rein- 
statement as Superintendent of the City 
Hospital, from which position he was re- 
moved by President Keller of the Depaft- 
ment of Public Charities. By the regula- 
tions of the Civil Service Commissioners of 
the old City of New York, when Mr. Leet 
was appointed, the position was one “ to be 


filed by selection from those who have 
passed highest in open competitive exam- 
ination.” 

On Jan, 1 last Superintendent Leet was 
transferred to the employment of the new 
city, in the Department of Charities, and 
was removed three months afterward. By 
the rules of the Civil Service. Commission- 
ers appointed by Mayor Van Wyck, which 
were made on March 5, the position of Su- 
perintendent of the City Hospital was in- 
cluded in a schedule of ‘“ positions mot sub- 
ject to competitive examination.’’. On-March 
31 the Brush law took effect, providing that 
if a person holding a position subject to 
competitive examination “ shall be removed 
or reduced, the reasons therefor shall be 
stated in writing and the rsons have an 
opportunity to explain ’’; also that the civil 
service regulations of cities shall be ap- 
proved by the State Civil Service Board, 
The legality or pogo of Mr. Léet’s re- 
moval Sepeades upon whether that law ap- 
plied to this city. 

The opinion of the Appellate Division, 
which is given by Justice O’Brien, uphoids 
the contention of the city authorities that 
the new charter establishes a distinct sys- 
tem of municipal civil service for this city, 
under which rules were to be formulated 
by a commission and approved by the 
Mayor, which rules became effective with- 
out the approval of the State Civil Service 
Commission. The court says that the strik- 
ing differences between the State law and 
the provisions of the charter evince the 
clear intention of those who framed the 
charter to provide a different system for 
the City of New York, which is the only 
city. having special civil service provisions 
in its charter? 

Justice O’Brien says in conclusion: ‘‘ We 
must, therefore, regard the rule as settled 
that a general law, in the absence of clear 
evidence of a legislative intent to that ef- 
fect, will not repeal a law which is special 
or local; and a fortiori is this.rule appli- 
cable to a mere amendment of.a prior gen- 
eral law. In the act. of 1898 there is an 
absence of both express language.and clear 
legislative intent arising by. implication, 
which would.affect a repeal of the charter 
provisions. On the contrary, we'think that 
the natural presumption from the enact- 
ment of such an amendment to a general 
law which was in force when the special 
law was passed is, that it was intended to 
effect simply the subjects which were then 
governed by the original act.’ There is 
nothing to show legislative intent to affect 
other and different statutes, prescribing 
special rules for‘a special locality. - The 
charter provisions had gone into effect but 
a few months before the. enactment..in 
question; and with presumed knowledge of 
the charter provisions, it would have been 
a simple matter for the Legislature, if it 
was intended to have that effect, to repeal 
them directly, or have the act of 1898 apply 
in terms to the provisions of the charter.” 


The Problem-of Getting a Husband. 


PATCHOGUE, L. L, June 29.—The local

debated on ‘*‘ How to Manage a Husband.” 


Miss Bertha Lobell spoke for the side which 
believed in m: ying a husband by force, 
while Miss Blanche Edwards led the oppo- 
sition that favored geen as the best 
means of cultivating unwilling man. The 
debate was a long one. No definite con- 
clusion was reached, and the question was 
left open for future discussion. 


Fire in the Phelps Building. 


The two upper floors of the Phelps Build- 
ing, a five-story brick structure, at 19 and 
21 Cliff Street, were badly damaged by fire 
yesterday. Early in the morning a passer- 
by saw smoke and sparks coming from the 


windows of the fifth floor, and turned in an 
alarm. ‘The firemen found the entire fifth 
floor in flames. A second and third alarm 
were turned in. The top floor, which was 
occupied by the Ansonia Brass and Copper 
Company, was gutted. and a portion of the 
fourth floor, occupied by McCann & Harris, 
lithographers, was also burned out. The 
water poured into the building by the fire- 
men caused considerable damage-on the 
lower floors. The total loss is estimated at 
about $20,000. The cause of the fire is not 
known, as there was nobody in the build- 
ing when the fire was discovered.

SIR HUBERT WON THE STAKE 


The Other Winners Were Latson, La 
Cheviot, Tremargo, and Rappahan- 
nock—Belmar and Poetess Have 
a Drive for Place Honors. 


Jockey “Danny” Maher has gained @ 
teputation among his brother jockeys who 
sometimes like a bout with boxing gloves 
for shiftiness, and his training in quickly 
shifting positions stood him in. good stead 
yesterday. He had the mount on George 
Boyd in the fifth race at Sheepshead Bay, 
a handicap, and when half way down the 
stretch, and apparently galloping in an easy 
winner, the horsé was noticed to lurch sud- 
denly: to one side and to come almost to a 
standstill. His headstall had slipped, and 
but for Maher’s. quick action he probably 
would have been hopelessly beaten. The 
jockey adjusted the straps as*best he could 
and then set ‘his mount going again and 
managed to win by four lengths. 

The only stake race on the card was the 
Pansy, for two-year-olds, in which there 


were only three starters—Kingdon, Sir Hu- 
bert, and Clap Trap. Kingdon was made 
an odds-on favorite, while Clap Trap was 
the outsider. Clap Trap went to the front 
at the start and tried to open up a gap, but 
Kingdon joined him after going a quarter 
of a mile and headed him as they rounded 
the upper turn. As they turned into the 
stretch Sloan sent Sir Hubert on the rail, 
and in a hard drive won by a length. 


Delay at the Opening. 


There was a vexatious delay at the post 
in ‘the opening dash, of five furlongs, and 
when -the field did get away it was with 
Tilo in front and the favorite, Lady 
Marian, badly mixed up on the rail. Before 
a furlong had. been covered: Lady Marian 


had been crowded into next to last place 
and Tremargo and Set Fast had joined the 
leader. Sims hustled Lady Marian along, 
and she made up ground rapidly, but the dis- 
tance was too short for her to catch the 
flying Tremargo, who had assumed the lead 
at the head of the stretch, and she finished 
second, three lengths behind Tremargo. 

Bromley & Co. showed up what seems to 
be a fair filly in the second race—a dash 
over the Futurity course, for two-year-olds 
—in La Cheviot. There was never any ques- 
“tion as to the filly’s ability to win once the 
flag went down, but Sloan, who rode her, 
was not anxious to show her for all she 
was worth, for he was satisfied to let her 
rate along slightly in front of the field all 
the way down the chute, and even in the 
stretch he allowed Dr. Parker and Lothario 
to come up with her, and did not move on 
her until he took a look behind ‘him to see 
if he had anything to fear from the other 
two starters. He saw nothing dangerous 
behind, and then gave the filly one shake 
with the rein and she drew clear and won 
easily by a length. Lothario got up in 
pe rs to beat Dr. Parker a neck for the 
place, 

Rappahannock was one of the two de- 
spised ones in the mile-and-an-eighth sell- 
ing race, for it was argued that Belmar or 
Poetess would get the money. When it 
came to a test the calculations of the form 
players drifted to the winds. Rappahan- 
nock assumed the lead from the start, and 
Maher never gave him an opportunity to 
quit. ag? T. dropped back early in the 
struggle, but on the back stretch Belmar 
and Poetess closed up. Maher felt that it 
would be safer to open up a gap; and he 
did so with the result that the struggling 
pair behind him were never able to get 
within striking distance. They fought it 
out for the place, Belmar getting home a 
neck before Poetess, while Rappahannock 
won by six lengths. 

The third race was won cleverly by the 
favorite, Latson, who simply played with 
his field, remaining in the front rank with 
Ovida until the end of the back stretch was 
reached. Laudeman then rushed up, but in 
the run through the stretch was easily dis- 
tanced by Latson. Slasher, who came very 
fast from a bad position, got third place.

STATE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The Nasszeu Line Seeks to Increase Its 
Stock—The Gashen Road. 


The State Railroad Commission, compris- 
ing Ashley W. Cole, Chairman; Frank M. 
Baker, and George W. Dunn, met yester- 
day morning at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
Gen. Benjamin F, Tracy, representing the 
Nassau Electric Railroad Company of 
Brooklyn, made application that the com- 
pany be permitted to increase its capital 
stock sufficiently to enable it to 
take up the stocks of the several lines 
absorbed by the company, scheduled at 
$4,500,000. With the addition of the Kings 
County and Coney Island Railroad lines 
the capitalization would amount to $6,000,- 
000. For the improvement of the lines it 
was shown that $1,500,000 had been  ex- 
pended, and In case of consolidation the 
company, Gen. Tracy said, was prepared 
to spend a like sum in improvements, The 
company, in order to carry out the work of 
consolidation, offered to increase its pre- 
ferred and common stock to $15,000,000. 
There was no opposition to the project, it 
was contended. Decision was reserved. 

Another matter which had been scheduled 
for consideration was the application of the 
New York and Ottawa Railroad Company 
for an increase in its capital stock from 
$1,480,000 to $3,000,000. 

Mr. Brownell, representing the Goshen 
Railroad Company, made application for 
permission to build what will be known as 
the “‘ Erie cut off.” It is to be two and 
one-half miles long, and will permit the 
Erie to send its freight and through ex- 
press trains by a straight road instead of 
by a wide curve, to pass through the vil- 
lage of Goshen, as is now necessary. There 
were several objectors to the proposition. 


Ashes Should Be Wet Down. 


Commissioner McCartney of the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning requests house- 
keepers in this city to have their servants 
sprinkle the ashes in the cans before set- 


ting them out for the cartmen of the de- 
partment to empty.

CHARGED WITH MANSLAUGHTER 


Death of a Jersey City Boy Followed 
by William Van Winkle’s Arrest. 


Frank-H. Tomlinson, eight years old, of 
285 Grant Avenue, Jersey City, died on 
Tuesday morning.

THE SPECIAL JURY LAW. 


It Is Held on Appeal to be Consti- 
tutional. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court gave a decision yesterday upholding 
the constitutionality of the law passed in 
1896 providing for a special jury in crimi- 
nal cases in each county having a certain 
population, and for the mode of selecting 


and procuring such special jury. The ques- 
tion arose upon a motion for a special jury 
in the cases of Frank Dunn and others. It 
was contended on behalf of defendants that 
this law violated the Constitutional pro- 
vision that “‘ the Legislature shall not pass 
a private or local bill for the selecting, 
drawing, summoning, or impaneling of 
grand or petit jurors.” 

The Court holds that this is clearly a 
general law, as that term has been repeat- 
edly defined by the Court of Appeals in an 
unbroken succession of authorities, The 
Court holds also that the law does not con- 
flict with the Constitutional provision which 
declares that the trial by jury in all cases 
in which it has heretofore been used shall 
remain inviolate forever. 

“It deprives no man,” the Court says, 
“either directly or indirectly, of a trial by 
a common law jury of his peers. In fact, 
it aims at furnishing to the accused an ad- 
ditional guarantee of just such a jury; that 
is, a jury of twelve of his intelligent and 
impartial fellow-men. All men being equal 
before the law, such a jury is certainly a 
jury of every man’s peers. There can be no 
other test.” 

The further contention that under this 
act an accused is deprived of due process of 
law, because the Commissioner exercises a 
power of selection which may possibly be 
abused, is also held to be untenable.

GERMAN SHIPS-OF-WAR AT MANILA. 

The tone of the latest “‘ semi-official ” 
outgiving of the German Government is 
wholly official. It announces that “it is 
a matter of course” that Germany will 
do what seems to her good in a harbor 
in the possession of an American squad- 
ron without reference to the wishes of 
the American commander or of the Amer- 
ican Government. The purpose of her 
possible intervention is announced to be 
the protection of Germans in Manila, but 
that is quite absurd. The apparatus she 
has provided is quite out of proportion to 
the object to be attained. There may be 
forty or fifty German subjects doing 
business in Manila. That is half as many 
as the entire German population of the 
nearest German possession, Kaiser Wil- 
helm’s Land, and the Bismarck Archi- 
pelago, which contain among them nine- 
ty-seven German souls. A single man-of- 
War could, in case of trouble, accommo- 
date the entire German population of Ma- 
nila. A single man-of-war is all the pro- 
tection for its interests at Manila that 
any other power has deemed it necessary 
to make, except Great Britain, which is 
éatisfied with three. Yet the provision 
that Germany has made is a squadron 
composed at last accounts of five ves- 
sels, and superior, on paper, to the Amer- 
ican squadron which destroyed the Span- 
ish fleet and which now holds Manila un- 
der its guns. 

We should have to be very simple to 
believe that this force has been assem- 
bled merely to rescue the German inhab- 
itants from the fury of AGUINALDO. It 
already amounts to a “naval demon- 
stration.” If it be true that Prince 
HENRY is on his way to Manila it will 
be clear what his, purpose is, for he an- 
nounced it at Kiel in language that is not 
likely to be soon forgotten. It is “to 
preach the gospel” of his brother’s “‘ con- 
secrated person to those who will hear 
and also to those who will not hear,” 
We know how this process of evangeliza- 
tion is carried on. It was begun when 
Germany entered, in company with Rus- 
sia and France, into the undertaking to 
rob Japan of the fruits of her victory 
over China, in which nobody at the time 
Was able to discern any interest. It has 
lately been continued by proceedings in 
China which, if they had not been sacred 
performances under the direction of ascon- 
secrated person, would have been acts of 
pure piracy. A naval station and a hin- 
terland, with exclusive mining privileges 
and exclusive railway privileges, as well 
as an apologetic cathedral, were demand- 
ed as an appropriate form of indemnity 
for the murder of German missionaries 
by a Chinese mob. 

The declarations of a monarch of this 
character must be construed in the light 
of his acts. When he assembles in a 
port under American control a fleet of 


warships five times as strong as it 
needs to be for its avowed purpose we 
need be in no doubt what he means. Our 
State Department, indeed, gives out that 
it is entirely satisfied with the official as- 
surances that it has received from Ger- 
many. Indeed, we could not express a 
distrust of them without emulating the 
unmannerliness which has assembled a 
formidable squadron in a harbor under 
our control. But it is not to be supposed 
that the officials of the State Depart- 
ment are so credulous as they seem. 
They have no doubt read the speech in 
which Lord Sauispury explained that 
when, in diplomacy, your correspondent 
makes statements to which you do not 
give implicit credence, you do not tell 
him you disbelieve him. ‘“ You listen to 
him politely and you withdraw, taking 
your own precautions.” That is what it 
is to be hoped that the authorities at 
Washington have done. It is possible 
that they have asked the German Gov- 
ernment why so many more warships 
are needed for the protection of German 
interests than other powers having equal 
or greater interests find necessary for 
their protection. It is even possible that 
they may have suggested to that Gov- 
ernment to make its avowal of its own 
objects more plausible by reducing its 
display of force more nearly to what its 
avowed objects require. 

There can be no doubt of the unofficial 
American view-—of the assemblage of a 
German squadron in Manila Bay. It is 
that that assemblage is unmannerly and 
provocative, and that it is meant not to 
protect existing German interests but to 
find new interests to protect. It is en- 
gaged, that is to say, in “ pre-empting a 
claim.” The behavior of Germany in the 
Far East indicates that she is no more 
particular about her pretext than was the 
wolf in the fable. The real question is 
whether she takes us for a lamb. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS AT MANILA. 


As the greatest of naval powers it 
would be quite natural for Great Britain 
to send ships of war to study the oper- 
ations of our fleet in Manila Bay. A 
squadron of obserwation is hardly called 
for and might be in the way, but if a few 
of the most prominent officers of her 
navy, who would naturally command 
first-class ships, were sent there they 
might have an excellent opportunity to 
see our ships in action. 

The privilege of looking on at a good 
sea fight is valuable to naval officers of 
non-belligerent powers. The instruction 
to be obtained in that way is perhaps 
greater than can be had by the actual 
participants in the battle. The specta- 
tors are able to observe with cool heads 
and eyes not blinded by smoke the tac- 
tics employed and their efficiency, the 
mistakes made, and the courage and skill 
exhibited. 

It is the custom of the great military 
and naval powers to avail themselves of 
such opportunities for observation and 
study. If practicable they send expe- 
rienced and intelligent officers to ask 
permission to attach themselves to the 
staff of the commander of the forces in 
the field, or of the fleet. Ships of war 
are also sent to places where naval bat- 
tles are expected to take place with in- 
structions to watch the fight from a safe 
and proper distance. 

It is not to be expected that any en- 
gagement equal in interest to that which 
followed DEWEY’S appearance in the har- 
bor of Manila on May 1 will result from 
the attack upon the town. That was one 
of the prettiest naval fights the world 
ever saw. But there are shore batteries 
to be destroyed, works to be shelled, and 
the city itself will be bombarded as a 
preparation for landing the troops if the 
enemy does not sooner surrender. All 
that will be worth watching. Many is 
the lesson inp the art of war which an 
observant officer could learn at no great 
cost by looking on at the capture of Ma- 
nila by Admiral DEWEY and Gen. MER- 
RITT and Gen. GREENE. 

There is no doubt that the privilege of 
sending three or four ships of war, or as 
many as she pleased, would be cheerfully 
accorded to Great Britain if she intimat- 
ed a desire to do so. Of course Manila 
Bay is open to the warships of the world. 
Great Britain might send a fleet there 
without asking leave. But our rights and 
interests in that bay are peculiar just at 
present, and any really friendly power 
that did not wish to be offensive would 
pay us the courtesy of indicating its wish 
before sending ships to Manila. The re- 
lations between Great Britain and the 
United States are those of cordial and 
sincere friendship. The asking and grant- 
ing of the privilege we have mentioned 
would be perfectly appropriate. It is to 
be remembered that England has large 
interests there. 

The presence of British warships at 
Manila would destroy the probability of 
any undesirable and disproportionate and 
unbalanced display of naval strength 
there by any other power. If two or more 
friendly powers have there several ships 
each, there will be no risk that the pur- 
pose of their visit will be misinterpreted. 


A FEW NEEDS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


A few things are greatly needed in the 
War Department, and they should be 
provided immediately if the war is to 
continue. Secretary ALGER must admit 
that the needs indicated should be sup- 
plied, if they are really needs. Gen. 
MILEs would undoubtedly insist upon ad- 
mitting that the needs are imperative, if 
the commanding General of the army 
were not daily impressed with the idea 
that a commanding officer is sometimes 
retained in order that he may be prevent- 
ed from commanding. 

The War Department needs an Ord- 
nance Department that will supply arms 
and ammunition to the men of the army. 
An Ordnance Department, however sci- 
entific and respectable, that simply 
knows how to make guns and store them 


in secure places, and then to dream of 
the invincibility of our ordnance, may do 
very well for peace, but is not even mag- 
nificent in war. If it had not been for 
the energy of a private citizen, tempo- 
rarily placed in power a few years ago, 
the Ordnance Department upon which 
the country is now dependent to arm the 
regulars and volunteers would still have 
all the great guns turned out at our gun 
factories stored in warehouses, it having 
failed to find a way by which the superb 
weapons it had produced could be set up 
in the emplacements provided promptly 
by the engineers. 

There is need for a sensible, trained 
man familiar with the railroad business, 
to take the place of the person or per- 
sons who now find it impossible to move 
the men, provisions, arms, and ammu- 
nition intended for the army from one 
place to another. Army men are not nec- 
essarily business men because they are 
taught to make war. The handling of 
freight, the dispatch and direction of 
trains, is considered by some intelligent 
men in this business as requiring the 
best ability of the most alert minds. It 
is not necessarily discreditable to old of- 
ficers in the Quartermaster’s office of the 
War Department that they ere not ac- 
complished traffic managers. But the 
Government should not, because of the 
almost utter inability of its Quartermas- 
ter General to grasp at once a business 
for which he has had next to no prepara- 
tion, and for which he develops no gen- 
ius, be deprived of the services of a man 
who might be made an effective Quar- 
termaster, even by the putting upon his 
shoulders of an eagie or a star. 

“The War Department was all right,” 
said Mr. RoosEvELT, “until the war 
broke out.” It was the speech of a man 
tangled up in inelastic red tape, that 
would not permit him to buy horses until 
certain traditional formularies had been 
observed. It was the effort to obey the 
formularies that afforded Gen. MILBEs, 
when at Tampa, to find not ten miles but 
fifty miles of congested freight for the 
army, flour, bacon, guns, great guns, 
clothing, underclothing, everything that 
an unequipped army needed to make it 
fit, scattered widely over a vast area of 
country, with no clue to its destination, 
no sender to indicate where it had start- 
ed, and no finder to tell where it had 
stopped. None of the millions expended 
for army mobilization seems to have 
been expended for brains that know how 
to run railroads, and not run them to the 
confusion of the user. 

Next to a Secretary of War with exec- 
utive ability, the President needs an in- 
fusion of business blood and sense in the 
bureaus of the War Department. Army 
officers are mostly good fighters. .Very 
few of them are good men of business. 
And war is business in great part.

ANEW SPANISH SQUADRON. 

The announcement that the Queen Re- 
gent has “decreed” the formation of a 
new squadron of auxiliary cruisers is too 
pitiful to be laughable. Every ship of 
war that Spain owns that can be made 
to float or move is already afloat. The 
Pacific squadron is at the bottom of Ma- 
nila Bay. The Atlantic squadron, like 
the snakes of Ireland, ‘‘committed sui- 
cide to save itself from slaughter ’”’ and is 
now a mere assemblage of floating bat- 
teries at the back of Santiago Harbor. 
After weeks of preparation the Pelayo 
and the Charles V. were tinkered into a 
sufficiently seaworthy condition to steam 
the length of the Mediterranean, and are 
now at Port Said, the Admiral dickering 
with the authorities for coal and vainly 
trying, or pretending to try, to induce 
them to take paper instead of gold for 
tolls. And this is the situation when the 
formation is decreed of a new Spanish 
squadron. The auxiliary cruisers, being 
presumably merchantmen, may be able 
to float and move. It is certain that they 
will not be able to fight. 

Meanwhile CAMARA is in danger almost 
as imminent as that of CERVERA. The 
candid criticisms upon him of Lieut. CarR- 
RANZA may or may not be just. It is cer- 
tain that NELSON would be helpless in his 
place. He has now to sail back again, 
and unless he is very quick about it he 
will not traverse the Mediterranean a 
second time without meeting with his 
executioner. If he returns at once, he 
may ensconce himself in Barcelona Har- 
bor as CERVERA is ensconced in Santia- 
go, not to be got at except by a siege. 
He will for the time be “safe,” but his 
ships will be as useless to their country 
as if they had never been built. In a 
fortnight it seems safe to say that Spain 
will not have “a gun upon the sea.” She 
needs a new squadron, and if a “‘ decree” 
would get her one, it would be quite right 
for the decree to issue. 


THE ZOOLOGICAL PARK. 


The Zoological Society is ready to be- 
gin its work in Bronx Park. The plans 
for its structures, animal houses, pens, 
and cages are all prepared and have been 
submitted to the Park Commissioners 
for their official approval. As soon as 
they are approved work will begin on 
the construction of the home of the 
greatest zoological collection in the New 
World. 

An issue of improvement bonds to the 
amount of $125,000 to pay for the minor 
improvements, such as walks, water sup- 
ply, and sewers, which the city is to sup- 
ply, was authorized last year. The so- 
ciety has applied to the Mayor and Board 
of Estimate to have these bonds issued 
in order that the money may be provided 
at once for carrying out these minor im- 
provements. Now that it is no longer 
doubtful that this city has the power to 
issue more bonds, we hope this meri- 
torious application will be promptly 
granted. 

The Zoological Society is an unselfish 
public benefactor on a large scale. It is 
to provide the buildings and the animals, 
birds, and reptiles of the collection at its 
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own cost. It simply asks of the citS®ehat 
it shall provide a place for its installa- 
tion and pay the current expense of 
maintenance. The public gets the full 
benefit without cost. The society charges 
no fees, makes no money. It gives to the 
people of the city the most valuable and 
enjoyable privileges of its collection free. 
Any public money spent in facilitating 
the work of the society will be wisely ex- 
pended. Indeed, the city is extremely 
fortunate in having offered to it from 
private sources the public privileges and 
enjoyments of so fine and extensive a 
zoological park. It should do its part 
cheerfully and with alacrity. 


It looks now as if the opposition to 
Hawaiian annexation by resolution might 
be exhausted before an adjournment of 
the Senate is secured. We note that 
several of the anti-annexationists have 
resented the charge that they are “ fili- 
bustering.” But they would be entirely 
justified in such action. It would simply 
amount to using the rights accorded by 
the rules of the Senate to secure time in 
which public opinion may be informed 
and an oportunity given to express it. 
There could be no more legitimate ob- 
ject. The rules have often been used to 
defeat good measures. It would be only 
a slight offset if they were now used 
to check so outrageous a measure as 
this. To check it is the most, apparent- 
ly, that can be hoped for, as the ma- 
jority would in any.case carry it in the 
next session. Meantime those Senators 
who have secured open debate and used 
the opportunity to turn on the lights are 
deserving of credit. 


Here is a Canadian view of one phase 
of the new policy on which the United 
States are embarking. The Toronto 
Globe says: 


“ Another door to National prosperity is 
opening. Our neighbors are busy fighting 
Spain, and when they get through with that 
they will have a quarter of a century’s hard 
work licking the new colonies—Cuba, Puerto 
Rico, the Philippines, and Hawaii—into 
Shape. There will be a special and distinct 
boom attached to the development of each, 
and the business men of the United States 
will neglect the Canadian dollar for the 
quarter to be earned in Cuban or Philip- 
pine trade, on the well-known principle 
that far-away hills are always green. With 
no colonial policy or projects to distract us 
we shall meanwhile be enabled to bend all 
our energies to the capture of the trans- 
portation business of the American West as 
well as our own.” 


After reviewing what is being done in 
this direction, The Globe concludes: “ All 
these preparations for a mighty traffic 
mean that natural law is overcoming ar- 
tificial barriers, and that the products of 
the American West destined for export 
will in a very few years take the shortest 
road to Europe—the Canadian rail and 
water route.” Certainly the progress of 
the Dominion in foreign commerce has 
been very remarkable, and if our friends 
succeed in gaining the carrying of our 
exports also, we shall have the consola- 
tion of knowing that they must do it 
more quickly and cheaply than we can 
do it. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—The frequent publication of news let- 
ters from the southern coast of Cuba telling 
of the excellent work of the Naval Militia- 
men on board the cruiser Yankee will go far 
toward saving the Naval Militia of this 
country from complete disorganization. The 
attitude of the navy toward the Naval Mili- 
tia at the outset of the present war was 
utterly discouraging. It is practically an 
open secret that the Navy Department had 
almost or wholly decided to ignore the mili- 
tia and to get its crews for its auxiliary 
ships from other sources. It was only by 
something closely approaching prostration 
at the foot of the throne that the high offi- 
cials of the militia succeeded in getting the 
department to assign their men to the aux- 
iliary cruisers. If the New York men, who 
were the first to be sent out, had made a 
failure, that would have settled the fate of 
the Naval Militia movement in this coun- 
try. The Navy Department would then 
have been justified in saying, as it has said 
without justification, that the Naval Militia 
was a grievous disappointment, and would 
have made no further use of it. But it has 
now been demonstrated that it is possible 
to take a mixed crew of amateur sailors 
and landsmen and with six weeks’ practical 
training at sea make a good ship’s com- 
pany of them. That is the fundamental 
conclusion necessary to the continued exist- 
ence of a Naval Militia. That the methods 
of training that militia will have to be 
changed has also been proved. There will 
have to be less Winter work in armories 
and more Summer work afloat. The men 
must get plenty of sea experience, and the 
States will have to be authorized to provide 
and maintain small vessels for the purpose, 
These vessels to be available for the aux- 
iliary navy in time of war. 


— If Italy is suffering for the want of 
bread she ought to try and live on the 
cheese and kisses. She certainly has cheese 
to spare, for she exports enormous quanti- 
ties of it, and, indeed, of other articles, too. 
New markets have been opened up for Ital- 
ian silks, wines, and cotton prints. In the 
last-mentioned article Italy not only sup- 
plies to a great extent her own wants, for- 
merly met by British manufacturers, but 
successfully competes with these latter in 
South America and the Levant. The eggs 
she exports, chiefly to Great Britain, bring 
her in about a million and a quarter ster- 
ling annually, and her oranges and lemons, 
dispatched to the United States, England, 
and Austria-Hungary, fetch an even larger 
sum. She sends her excellent cheeses 
abroad, to the amount of over 150,000 hun- 
dredweight per annum, for which she re- 
seives a quid pro quo in lire equivalent to 
$2,500,000. Altogether, the value of her ex- 
ports may be roughly estimated at $200,000, - 
000, and of her imports at $220,000,000. Be- 
tween 1887 and 1895 the former value in- 
creased in the following proportions: To 
Switzerland by 112 per cent., to the United 
States by 71% per cent., to Great Britain by 
52 2-3 per cent., *to Germany by 52% per 
ecent., to the Argentine Republic by nearly 
39 per cent., to Austria-Hungary by nearly 
20 per cent., and in aggregate to all other 
countries by a trifle less than 21 per cent, 
It seems as if Italy had the material ele- 
ments of prosperity, but her position in the 
Triple Alliance compels her to keep up an 
immense offensive and defensive force, and 
the taxation necessary to accomplish this 
impoverishes her people, 


PERSONAL. 


— Sir SHERSTON BAKER ‘ranks as the 
leading authority in England on interna- 
tional law. In an address before the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce recently he laid 
down some interesting propositions in re- 
gard to the rights of neutrals at sea. He 
noted that there was a wide difference be- 
tween the laws governing the treatment of 
private property in war on land and war at 
sea. In all civilized nations private property 


on land was, as a rule, respected, while at 


sea it was not‘so. At sea private property 
was just as liable to be taken as the public 
property of a State. It was on this point 
that the United States differed from Eng- 
land in 1856, and that was the reason why 
we did not subscribe to the Declaration of 
Paris. By that treaty the goods of the 
enemy were safe while being carried on 
neutral ships, but the cogent words pro- 
ceeded, ‘‘ with the exception of contraband.” 
How was a belligerent vessel to know if a 
neutral ship was carrying contraband unless 
there were some means of seeing it? Al- 
though the Declaration of Paris had been 
adhered to as a modus vivendi, these words 
perpetuated the right of “ visitation and 
search.” It was a belligerent right to stop 
and visit a neutral ship in order to see if 
she had any contraband of war on board. 
This right of search required to be well un- 
derstood by shipowners, and must be exer- 
cised in a lawful manner, The ship’s papers, 
which were the first things demanded by 
an Officer going on board, were, Sir SHERS- 
Ton thought, sufficient to satisfy the officer 
of any belligerent cruiser. To an ordinary 
observer, not skilled in international law, it 
seems as if a boarding officer who would 
accept the manifest of a suspected vessel 
as sufficient evidence of the nature of her 
cargo would be very easily satisfied. It 
ought to be evident to Sir SHERSTON BAKER, 
or to any other authority on international 
law, that if the saving clause in the Dec- 
laration of Paris perpetuates the right of 
visitation and search, then there is no rea- 
son why search should be forbidden. 


—A paragraph recently published in a 
Providence paper will create some discus- 
sion among patrons of the “‘ Greatest Show 
on Earth,” and will probably call forth in 
due time some notable eloquence from the 
famous Mr. “ Topy’’ HAMILTON, who was 
at last accounts amazing Yorkshire with 
his stock of adjectives. This paragraph 
stated that FrREepERICK A, BaILey of Bur- 
rillville, R. I., had obtained a divorce, and 
added: ‘‘ Mr. BaILey is a tall man, and for 
some years masqueraded as CHANG, the 
Chinese Giant, under the management of P. 
T. BARNUM, In recent years he has been 
retired from the show business, and resided 
in the northern part of the State.’”” Now it 
is a well-known fact that there was a real 
CHANG, and that he was a Chinese giant, 
being over seven feet high. If, therefore, 
Mr. BaILey of Burrillville masqueraded sev- 
eral years as CHANG, where was CHANG? 
Or did CHANG become a naturalized Ameri- 
ean and change his name to BAILEY opt of 
respect for his honored employer? Or, if 
there was not any real CHANG in the great- 
est show, what was Jumbo’s real name? 


— Mr. E. SPENCER PRATT, American Con- 
sul General at Singapore, appears to be a 
gentleman who is particularly alive to the 
interests of his country, and energetic in 
procuring information of value to her war- 
riors. From a report of his dated May 3, it 
seems that he supplied to Admiral Drwey, 
before that commander’s departure from 
Hongkong for Manila, full and important 
information regarding the Spanish cruisers 
and mail steamers, coal deposits, armament, 
cable, and railways in the Phidippines. The 
report contains a complete list and descrip- 
tion of the vessels of Admiral MoNnToJo’s 
squadron, with the number of guns on each 
ship and her speed, as well as her general 
condition of fitness for active service. It 
also describes the new fortifications and the 
new guns placed at Corregidor. It gives a 
full account of extensive coal deposits 
on the small island of Batan, southeast of 
Luzon, and tells how vessels can get at it 
in safe anchorages. It further tells the 
names of the different steamship lines, with 
their ports of departure and destination, and 
their dates of sailing. On the whole, the 
report contains in a small space a valuable 
amount of information, which, must have 
been of the highest utility to Admiral 
DEWEY. Mr. PRatTT knows how to serve his 
country.

YALE HONORS MR. M’KINLEY 


Upon the President the University | 
Confers the Honorary Degree 
of Doctor of Laws. 


OTHER DIGNITARIES MARKED 


A Class of 700 Members Graduated 
This Commencement—Many Seniors 
Had Become Soldiers, but Re- 


ceived Their Degrees. 


NEW HAVEN, June 29.—Yale University 
to-day, in the course of the commencement 
proceedings, conferred the degree of Doctor 
of Laws on President McKinley. 

President McKinley was presented by 
Prof. Fisher, who spoke as follows: 

“I have the honor to present to you, for 
the degree of Doctor of Laws, in absentia, 
his Excellency William McKinley, Presi- 
dent of the United States. Allow me to say 
to this audience that President McKinley 
gratefully received the invitation to visit 
the university on this occasion and to re- 
ceive from its authorities this mark of 
honor and appreciation. He has looked for- 
ward with cordial anticipation to the oppor- 
tunity of meeting in person the assembled 
alumni. 

“But at the last moment the pressure of 
public duties constrains him to resign his 
cherished purpose and to defer his intended 
visit to the university till a more propitious 
day. To rehearse the career of President 
McKinley would be to repeat a chapter of 
American history that is familiar to all. In 
times past he has exemplified the virtues of 
the soldier. In recent troubled days he has 
touched the heart of the people by the calm- 


ness and self-command of the true states- 
man. He has acted upon the principle that 
if war is the last resort of Kings, it should 
be not less the last resort of republics.” 

Among other prominent persons who re- 
ceived this degree were the following: Hon. 
Charles Andrews, Syracuse, N. Y., ex-Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals of New 
York State, and Hon. Irving G. Vann, B. A., 
Yale, 1863, Syracuse, N. Y., Justice of the 
Supreme Court of New York State, 

The honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity 
was conferred upon the Rev. Henry S. 
Barnum, missionary of the American Board 
for thirty years in Turkey, and the Right 
Rev. Chauncey B. Brewster, Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in Connecticut. 

Upon Russell W. Davenport of South 
Bethlehem, Penn., was conferred the hon- 
orary degree of Master of Arts, in recogni- 
tion of his scientific abilities and public 
services in the manufacture of guns and 
armor plate for the army and navy. 

The regular exercises of the one hundred 
and ninety-eighth annual Commencement 
of Yale University began with all the pomp 
and ceremony incident to such occasions, 
and a class of over 700 was graduated. In 
Battel Chapel the young men received their 
degrees of Bachelors of Arts, honors in spe- 
cial studies were announced, over 200 Shef- 
field Scientific School men were made Bach- 
elors of Philosophy, and seniors of the Law 
School, the Divinity School, the Medical 
School, and the School of Fine Arts were 
awarded their appropriate degrees, while 
special degrees were conferred upon others 
who have pursued their studies in special 
branches in various departments of the uni- 
versity. 

The monster procession formed at 10 
o’clock within the academic quadrangle, 
headed by the Chief Marshal, Prof, J. C. 
Schwab. A band of music led the way. 
Then came the candidates for degrees, the 
President and the Faculty, invited guests, 
and graduates. 

The usual preliminary services were held 
in the chapel, after which President Tim- 
othy Dwight delivered his annual address. 
Then followed the announcement of prizes 
and fellowships, including graduate fellow- 
ships in the Divinity School, university fel- 
lowships in the graduate school, academic 
fellowships and scholarships, university 
scholarships in the graduate school, and the 
following university prizes:

The 262d Year Brought to a Close at 
Cambridge. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 29.—The two 
hundred and sixty-second year at Har- 
vard University was brought to a close to- 
day. The commencement exercises were ac- 
companied with the usual ceremonies. The 
President and Fellows, the Faculty, and the 
other officers of Harvard assembled at Mas- 
sachusetts Hall between 9 and 10 o’clock 
to meet invited guests and alumni of the 
university. Gov. Wolcott, with officers of 
his staff, escorted by the National Lancers, 
arrived a little before 10 o’clock. The can-

ANARCHIST SCHWAB DEAD. 


He Was Sentenced for Life, Pardoned, 
and Succumbed to Consumption. 
CHICAGO, June 29.—Michael Schwab, the 
Anarchist, died at the Alexian Brothers 
Hospital to-day. Schwab was held respon-= 
sible with Parsons, Spies, Lingg, Fischer, 
Engel, and Neebe for hurling the dynamite 
bomb on May 4, 1886, which caused the 


death of seven policemen in the Haymarket 
riot. 

The punishment meted out to him was 
life imprisonment in the Joliet Penitentiary, 
but June 26, 1898, he was pardoned and re= 
stored to citizenship by Gov. John P. Alt- 
geld. Returning to Chicago he resumed 
his position as editorial writer on The Ar- 
beiter Zeitung, but became involved in @ 
quarrel with its Directors and was fo 
to resign in 1895. His life since that date 
was marked by extreme poverty, and he 
finally fell a victim to consumption. ( 


A Kansas Bank Closed,

SPEAKS TO THE UNITED CLUB 


England’s Great Work for Civilization 
“in the Soudan and Her Aims 
in China. 


LONDON, June 29.—Lord Salisbury, the 
Premier, addressing the United Club in this 
city this evening, said: 

“There is a black cloud on the horizon, 
one that does not affect us personally, but 
which evokes the deepest sorrow and our 
earnest desire for its removal. It is the 
war of two great States, between whom 
We are neutral—one bound to us by every 
tie of kindred and similarity of institutions, 
and religion; the other the State that fought 
on our side when we struggled with the 
threatening tyranny of the First Napoleon. 

“Watching this terrible war, we are 
bound to abstain from expressing any pref- 
erence or any judgment on either side. We 
know that in both cases the motives were 

_of the highest character. We know that 
the United States are animated by elevated 

: philanthropy, and that Spain is inspired by 
that love of independence which was the 
greatest pride of all ancient nations. I can 
pniy say I earnestly wish the day may 
‘speedily arrive when this terrible slaughter 
between two nations will cease and the 
World be restored to peace. 

“With this exception, the world looks 
Smiling enough to us politically.. The con- 
vention with France has removed the sub- 
ject of conflict between us and our greatest 
and most cultivated neighbor. The Soudan 
expedition, if successfully accomplished, will 
be the greatest work for civilization that 
England has performed for two or three 
generations. 

“The Government’s Chinese policy is to 
prevent the Chinese Empire from falling 
into ruins, to invite it into paths of reform, 
to give it every assistance in our power, to 
perfect its defenses, and to increase its 
commercial prosperity. Thus we should aid 
China and ourselves. It is impossible that 
we should have the same influence over 
China as over India and Egypt, but I be- 
Heve that, so far as railways are concerned, 
our advantages will be fully equal to those 
of other nations.”

against the imposition of the hut  tax,) 


The British 
force found the cremated bodies of the mur- 
dered missionaries, which, however, bore no 
traces of mutilation, as had previously been 
reported. 

The expedition severely punished the re- 
bellious natives, but the search for Mrs, 
Cain, who fied to the bush at the time of 
the massacre, proved fruitless.

THE HAMMERSTEIN BENEFIT. 


Testimonial to the Former Theatrical 
Manager Not the Financ'tal Suc- 
cess Expected. 


While the testimonial to Oscar Hammer- 
stein, given last night at Madison Square 
Garden by the Associated Theatrical Man- 
agers of New York, was not the financial 
success that had been confidently expected, 


it proved one of the largest affairs of its 
kind given in this city in many years. 
When it was all over and the box office re- 
ceipts and subscriptions counted up, Treas- 
urer Max Hirsch announced that there 
would be about $6,000 to give Mr. Hammer- 
stein. 

The programme in the different parts of 
the building was 2 long one, particularly 
that in the Garden Theatre, where the per- 
formance was set down to begin at 8 o’clock, 
and some time before that hour people be- 
gan to arrive, despite the heat, which those 
present didn’t seem to mind, but which to 
a great extent is responsible for the fail- 
ure of the affair financially. The theatre- 
going public has before demonstrated that 
no matter how good a programme is of- 
fered, it does not care to sit in a theatre 
in hot weather. 

The programme in the amphitheatre part 
of the building did not draw an audience 
of any size, for there was not more than 
200 present during the entire time _ before 
this part of the show, which consisted main- 
ly of a gymnastic and acrobatic character, 
had concluded. But when the time for the 
finale, which was the cake walk, had ar- 
rived, the building began to fill up, as those 
holding coupons in other parts of the build- 
ing entitled them to admsssion to the am- 
phitheatre, and they were not slow to take 
advantage of this. When the walk began, 
which was after midnight, the building was 
crowded. This walk was participated in by 
more than 500 of the most versatile artists 
of the stage, and many private citizens took 
part. 

About $2,500 was realized at the Harlem 
Opera House for Mr. Hammerstein’s benefit. 
The performance, in which the members of 
the Castle Square Opera Company and a 
number of vaudeville artists took part, was 
preceded by an open-air concert by Anton 
Fuerst’s orchestra and the Letter-Carriers’ 
Band. 


The Outlook for the Olympia. 


The story published in a morning news- 
paper yesterday that Andrew Freedman, to- 
gether with Richerd Croker and Peter F. 
Meyer, who are partners in the real estate 
business, were negotiating tor the purchase 
of the Olympia, which was sold by Mr. Mey- 
er in foreclosure on Tuesday, is totally un- 
founded.

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THE CANADIAN CONFERENCE 
Queen Victoria Has Appointed Dis- 


tinguished Men as High Com- 
missioners to Confer with Us. 


BARON HERSCHELL NAMED 


Meanwhile President McKinley Is Em- 
barrassed by the Senate Commit- 
tee Failing to Appropriate 
Expense Money. 


LONDON, June 29.—It is officially an- 
nounced that Queen Victoria has appointed 
Lord High Chancellor, Baron Herschell; 
the Premier of Canada, Sir Wilfrid Laurier; 
Sir Richard Cartwright, Canadian Minister 
of Commerce; Sir Louis Henry Davies, 
Privy Councilor and Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries of Canada and Counsel for 
Great. Britain before the international fish- 
eries arbitration at Halifax, in 1877, be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, 
and Mr. John Charlton, a Canadian member 
of Parliament, to be High Commissioners, 
in pursuance of the agreement, signed at 
Washington on May 30, for a Joint Com- 
mission to adjust ‘the Canadian-American 
differences. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The President 
is deeply concerned at the action of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee in strik- 
ing,out of the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
act the item appropriating $50,000 to de- 
fray the «xpenses of the Joint Commission 
to be held in Canada to endeavor to effect 
a settlement of the many important ques- 


tions at issue between the United States 
and Canada. 

This commission had been arranged for 
by the Secretary of State, acting under the 
direction of the President, in answering 
what was believed by both of them to be 
an almost unanimous popular demand. 
There were many questions pending be- 
tween the two Governments that contained 
possibilities of serious complications. Such, 
for instance, as the Alaskan boundary ques- 
tion, which, on account of the extraordinary 
development of the Klondike country, had 
become a matter of the greatest importance. 
Then there were questions connected with 
the Great Lake boundaries, with the tran- 
sit of goods in bond over Canadian and 
American territory, and with the supply of 
bait to American fishermen. 

The growing fraternal spirit between the 
United States on the one side and Canada 
and England on the other seemed to make 
the time auspicious for an easy settlement 
of these and other questions that have long 
given trouble to the State Department. 
Therefore, as an outgrowth of the Bering 
Sea negotiations, there was an exchange 
of notes between the United States and 
Canada through the medium of the British 
Embassy here a the late Winter and 
early Spring, that finally resulted in an 
agreement to appoint a joint commission to 
meet at Ottawa and endeavor to adjust 
these open issues. In arranging for this 
commission, the President was acting clear- 
ly within his Constitutional powers, so the 
action of the Senate committee has been 
received with great surprise as indicating a 
clear purpose to interfere with the free 
exercise of the Constitutional treaty fram- 
ing function by the President. It is not 
believed by the Administration that the op- 
position to this commission manifested in 
the Senate committee will prevail in the 
ee mg when attention is drawn to the 

The appropriation of ‘the money for ex- 
penses does not in any way commit the 
Senate to an approval of the treaty when it 
is submitted to it, but, the President hav- 
ing so far advanced the negotiations as to 
permit the British side to name the per- 
sonnel of the commission which will repre- 
sent it, the Department of State would be 
placed in a mortifying position if now pre- 
vented from carrying out its part of the 
agreement through the lack of a small ap- 
propriation. Moreover, our exporting and 
other interests are particularly anxious for 
a successful outcome of these negotiations, 
which, among other things, will include 
preferential tariff rates for American pro- 
duce and manufactures. 

It is expected that President McKinley 
will name the American Commissioners at 
an early date, and it is understood that a 
United States Senator, probably Senator 
Hoar, will be among those designated to 
represent the United States. It is quite 
likely, also, that Mr. John W. Kasson or Mr. 
John W. Foster, and possibly both, will be 
on the commission, as each has taken a 
part in the preliminary negotiations, 


PROTEST OF THE MERCHANTS. 


The Refusal of the Senate to Appropri- 
ate $50,000 for a Commission 
Is Strongly Condemned. 


Among the many things which the Mer- 
chants’ Association has taken up and 
pushed, not only for the interest of New 
YorksCity alone, but for the interest of the 
State and the Nation at large, it has act- 
ively interested itself in the question of 
closer and more reciprocal trade relations 
with Canada. This question was very fully 
discussed by the Directors of the Mer- 
chants’ Association at a meeting of that 
body held early this month, and a series of 
preambles and resolutions on the subject 
were introduced and paesed unanimously. 

Copies of these resolutions, duly attested, 


were sent to the President, to the members 


of the Cabinet, to John A. Kasson, Special 
Commissioner of the State Department, who 
is in direct supervision of all work of this 
character; to the leading officials of the 
Canadian Government, to the Governor 
General of the Crown colony of Newfound- 
land, and to the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Colonial Secretary of Great Britain. 

Considerable literature on the subject was 
sent to these officials. Acknowledgments of 
the receipt of these communications have 
been received from Mr. Chamberlain, from 
the Governor General of Newfoundland, and 
from some of the Canadian Officials, as wellag 
from the officials of our own country. Copies 
were also sent to some of the members of 
Congress on the committees before which 
this subject would come for consideration. 
Yesterday morning it was announced from 
Washington that the Senate had disallowed 
the item of $59,000, which had been allowed 
by the House of Representatives, for the 
purpose of paying the expenses of the com- 
mission to be appointed for the purpose of 
settling the matters in dispute between this 
country and Canada. 


Letter to Senator Allison, 


In protesting against this, William F. 
King, the President of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation, addressed the fellowing letter to 
W. B. Allison, Senator from Iowa: 


We notice by the morning papers that the Sen- 
ate has disallowed the appropriation allowed by 
the House for the expenses of the commission 
to be appointed for the purpose of settling ques- 
tions new in dispute between this country and 
Canada, and for the further purpose of bringing 
this country into closer and more reciprocal trade 
relations. 

We take the liberty of addressing you on this 
subject, wecause we are informed that you will 
be a representative of the Senate on the joint 
conference committee, betore which this ques- 
tion will come finally. We desire to file our 
protest against this action of the Senate. On the 
first day of June, 1898, the Directors of this as- 
sociation adopted, unanimously, the following 
resolutions: 

** Whereas, The trade relations existing be- 
tween the United States and Canada and the 
Crown colony of Newfoundland are now the sub- 
ject of discussion for readjustment between the 
officials of the respective Governments of those 
countries and provinces; and, 

‘“* Whereas. It is desirable that those relations 
be placed upon a bas's of mutual interchange of 
traffic under closer and more harmonious trade 
relations; and, 

** Whereas, The tendency of the times is to- 
ward the establishment of such relations for 
mutual advantage 

‘Therefore, be it resolved, That the officers 
of this association request the President of the 
United States and the proper officials of the 
State Departrnaent having this subject under con- 
sideration to do all in their power to forward 
the readjustment of the con.mercial relations be- 
tween the countries above mentioned; and be it 

** Further resolved, That it is the aim of the 
officers and Directors of this association, to do 
all within their power to further the object in 
view.”’ 

Copies of these were sent to the President, to 
the members of his Cabinet, and to all the mem- 
bers of both Houses of Congress, as well as to 
the leading officials of Canada, Newfoundland, 
ani Great Britain. We believe, firmly, that 
closer trade relations between our sister country 
on the north and this nation will redound to the 
commercial benefit of the United States to the 
extent of millions apon millions of dollars per 
year.

Unfortunately, how- 
ever, this has also resulted in a surplus of our 
manufactured 0 in each year for 
which we have no market, except such as may 
be made through the individual efforts of manu- 
facturers tremselves. 

From what we can learn, of the best senti- 
ment in Canada, that nation is more than willing 
to join with us in the establishment of trade re- 
lations which will bring the two nations into 
closer commercial harmony. Not only this, but 
we believe that it is the duty of the vernment 
of the United States to do everyth in its 
power to expand our export trade of manu- 
factured goods throughout the entire world. In 
the West Indies, in South America, in Africa, 
in’ Australia, and the islands of the South 
Pacific, and in Asia, as well as in 
Europe, no effort should be spared through 
the vast machinery of the Government 
of the United States to place our manufactured 
products in a proper manner before the people 
of those respective countries and islands. 

We are very much in earnest in this matter. 
and hope, indeed, that the Senate will pay heed 
to the voice of the commercial organizations, the 
members of which know—from their personal, 
practical experience as men of business—that 
something must be done, and must be done quick- 
ly, to expand our business with other nations, 
otherwise the consequences—from a commercial 
and financial standpoint—will be serious indeed. 

This organization is ccmposed of some 1,200 
firms and bus!ness men in the City of New York, 
representing something like 160 different lines 
of trade and industry, including manufacturing 
industries. It has a non-resident membership 
throughout the United States and Canada of 
about 27,000 merchants in good standing. Its 
aim is not only to expand the trade and com- 
merce of the City of New York, but the trade 
and commerce of the United States, by doing all 
that lies. within its power to remove the. ob- 
stacles which now hamper commerce in many 
ways, and to broaden the field to the very fullest 
extent possible. 

We hope that the conference committee will 
allow this appropriation to stand, and appeal to 
you for this end personally, with all your wide 
influence in the highest legislative body of the 
country.

The Merchants’ Association has heard at 
last from the Southwestern Passenger Bu- 
reau. This bureau is the one which has 
charge of the passenger railway interests of 


the roads west of the Mississippi River and 
southwest of St. Locis, running through to 
the Pacific Ocean, ich was reorganized 
early in the month, with C. M. Pratt, for- 
merly of this city, as Chairman. The Mer- 
chants’ Association applied to that bureau 
for reduced rates of fare from all of that 
Southwestern territory on the same basis 
as that on which reduced rates had been 
granted by the roads running as far west 
as Chicago and 8t.

$4,000. Those exceeding $4,000 which were 
reduced 20 per cent, are restored 10 per 
cent. on_ July 1, and the balance, 10 per 
cent. on Jan. 1.

Silver Coinage. 


ONLY STATE .ISSUES NOTED

ALTOONA, Penn., June 29.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention to-day nominated 
the following candidates:

The convention was dominated by the 
friends of William J. Bryan, led by Col. 
James M. Guffey of Pittsburg. Notwith- 
standing this tact, an effort to insert a 
plank reaffirming the Chicago platform was 
defeated by a vote of 238 to 184, the con- 
trolling influence in the convention prefer- 
ring that the platform should relate entirely 
to State issues. 


Although his defeat for the Gubernatorial 
nomination was certain, Judge Gordon of 
Philadelphia remained in the fight to the 
finish. About the only brilliant forensic 
effort of the day was made in his behalf by 
Michael J. Ryan of Philadelphia. While Mr. 
Ryan was speaking the convention showed 
some signs of being stampeded by his elo- 
quence and the hopes of the Gordon leaders 
were raised high by the opportunity that 
came to them immediately after Mr. Ryan’s 
speech, 

The vote on the adoption of the silver 
plank was taken at this time, and the Gor- 
don leaders passed the word around to sup- 
port the motion. Nearly all of that element 
voted aye,’’ and the Guffeyites, who are 
xlso regarded as the Bryanites of the party, 
were put in the strange position of voting 
against their ideal. They stuck boldly to 
their position, however, and prevented the 
reaffirmation of the principles of the Chicago 
Convention. This they were bound to do to 
carry out their determination to fight the 
campaign solely on State issues. Aside 
from 2 brief paragraph supporting the Gov- 
ernment in its position in the war with 
Spain, the platform relates entirely to al- 
leged Republicaa misrule in the State and 
the steps that should be taken to produce 
a change. 


GEORGIA DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


State Ticket Nominated with a Plat- 
form for Free Coinage. 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 29.—The State Dem- 
ocratic Convention to-day nominated the 
ticket chosen at the State primaries June 6, 


ag follows: Governor—Allen D. Candler; 
Secretary of State—Philip Cook; Treasurer 
—William Speer; Controller General—W. A. 
Wright; Commissioner of Agriculture—O. B.

CHEAPER LAMP CHIMNEYS. 


Concern with New Machinery Expects 
to Control the Market. 


ANDERSON, Ind., June 29.—The Amer- 
ican Lamp Chimney Company, with a cap- 
ital stock of $750,000, has been incorporated 


under the laws of West Virginia, for the 
purpose of controlling the lamp chimney 
markets of the country by_ revolutionizing 
manufacture by the introduction of ma- 
chinery which will blow at a cost of 5 
cents a dozen better chimneys, it is claimed, 
than can be produced by hand at 15 cents 
a dozen. 

Aside from this saving in cost of blow- 
ing there is also a material saving in 
other particulars. The company will con- 
trol the only machine yet constructed. The 
annual consumption of the Nation is 7,000,- 
000 dozen per annum. It is figured that 
they can control the market by cheap 
prices. 


GOOD CROPS IN NEBRASKA. 


OMAHA, June 29.—Commissioner Utt of 
the Commercial Club has just returned 
from a tour of the State, and in speaking 
of his observations he said: 

‘““'The 1898 crop promises to be one of the 
best in the history of Nebraska. I have dis- 


covered that the detrimental reports have 
been sent to the New York papers by par- 
ties who are interested in some of the big 
grain deals. They have said that our crop 
is short. This is absolutely false. At this 
time the farmers are in the midst of their 
small grain barvest, and mey all report an 
immense crop. The hay crop is the heavi- 
est that the State has ever known. Corn 
is looking well, and has grown at the rate 
of two inches a day during the past two 
weeks. 

“TIT have just returned from a tour 
through the Western part of the State, and 
everything goes to show that the crop will 
be far ahead of that of last year. The 
farmers have plenty of money and are feel- 
ing in good spirits. While that section of 
the State is not experiencing a boom, ev- 
erything is on the up grade, and the farmers 
are the happiest people on earth. Last year 
the Nebraska wheat crop was 35,000,000, 
and this year I feel certain it will reach 
50,000,000, while the oat crop will reach 
100,000,000, an increase of fully 30,000,000 
bushels. if nothing happens to injure the 
corn crop the product ought to reach fully 
300,000,000, an increase of 50,000,000 bushels 
over last year. At this time corn is look- 
ing first-class. The last ten days has been 
great for corn, and it is shooting ahead at 
a wonderful rate.” 


CHICAGO POLICE DRESS REFORM. 


Tan Shoes and Red Neckties No Lon-« 
ger Permitted with Uniforms. * 


CHICAGO, June 29.—Tan shoes and re@ 
neckties have been barred by the Polica 
Department. Hereafter highly polished 
black shoes are the only footwear that Kip- 
ley’s braves will be permitted to wear when 
in uniform. 

The new members of the force appear ta 
be responsible for the order. The fine old 
six-footers who have patroled a beat since 


the Haymarket days would scorn to wear 
footgear of so frivolous a color as yellow.

that stage, and is the better for it.”

In reviewing the Colorado mining share 
market, Messrs. W. P. Bonbright & Co., 
Colorado Springs, say: 


“If there has been a dearth of mining 
news during the past weel the lack has 
been fully supplied by market features of 
exceptional interest. The continuously fa- 
vorable developments at the mines are at 
last, it would appear, beginning to exercise 
their legitimate effect upon market prices. 
For a long time we were compelled, week 
after week, to refer to the anomaly of con- 
stantl} enhancing values at the mines, ac- 
companied by as constant a shrinkage in 
the market prices of the stocks by which 
they are represented. About two months 
ago the beginnings of a change were dis- 
cerned, and since that time the general 
course of the market has been upward. 
There have been halts and recessions; but 
the improvement, both in prices and in 
general market health and tone, has been 
practically continuous, and at no time more 
pronounced than during the week under re- 
view. Almost without exception the active 
stocks, and persone the dividend pay- 
ers, have advanced sharply, although m 
some cases to-day’s reaction balanced the 
too sudden gains.

aching a boom in our 
market; it is a luxury for which one has to 
pay altogether too dearly. We shall be 
quite content if our stocks rise to the level 
of their intrinsic values. And this, unless 
present indications are deceptive, they seem

BIG FOUR TO BUY THE MONON. 
It can be stated upon the authority of in- 
terests identified with the properties, that 
the Big Four is to secure by purchase the 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville. 

Negotiations to this end have been in 
progress for some time past, and now the 
completion of details which hitherto delayed 
the matter has been accomplished. Presi- 
dent Ingalls and President Brice and their 
several associates in the managements of 
the properties have come to a definite agree- 
ment. Big Four is to buy the smaller 
property and is to pay for it outright. 

This is the first step in the Big Four 
plans looking to a consolidation of many 
properties in the Central West, especially 
those identified with the bituminous coal 
trade. 

The acquisition cf the Monon must prove 
important to Big Four. It gives the latter 
road an entrance into Chicago, whereas 
heretofore it has used the Lllinois Central 
tracks and terminals from Kankakee to 
Chicago. . Furthermore, it will give Big 
Four considerable Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville business, shutting off much competi- 
tion from those sections. 

Details regarding the deal may be expect- 
ed shortly. 


ROCK ISLAND EX DIVIDEND. 


Rock Island yesterday was quoted ex divi- 
dend and sold between 96 and 97, as against 
107, the closing price on Tuesday. Figuring 
the dividend stock at par, the deduction 
from Rock Island’s price is equal to 11% 
per cent. There was much discussion as to 
the estimates of the dividend’s values and 
Wall Street indulged in considerable figur- 
ing to that end. Rock Island sold at 107% 
cash and 96% ex dividend at the same time, 
showing a margin for:the dividend of 11% 
per cent. 

Friends of Rock Island continue confident 
that the stock will sell above par again 
very speedily, believing that it will soon 
catch up with Burlington. 


SUGAR TRUST’S ADVANCE. 


Sugar Trust was the feature of yester- 
day’s market. There was fright among the 
shorts, and as a result the stock showed 
notable strength all day, selling from 129% 
up above 133, and making a net gain of 3 
full points. Over 40,000 shares of Sugar 
Trust changed hands. Apparently the chief 
reason for the stock’s strength was the 
covering movement. The short interest in 
Sugar Trust has become very unwieldy of 
late, and the things of which the bears 
were confident have not materialized. As 
was predicted by Wall Street observers, the 
recent large transactions in Sugar Trust 
without much change in the stock’s price 
proved the forerunner of a sharp advance.

IN THE IRON TRADE. 


In its review of trade conditions The Iron 
Age, the foremost authority of the iron 
trade, will to-day say: 


“ Taking the country at large, develop- 
ments in the iron trade are mot of a par- 
ticularly satisfactory character. Prices con- 
tinue low, and there does not seem to be 
much prospect that the first condition 
which must precede any improvement in 
values—viz., ample employment—is in sight 
for the near future. Some of the large 
producers are inclined to regard the possi- 
bility of a lighter business with indiffer- 
ence, but others are displaying growing 
anxiety, 

“Of course the next week or two will 
bring quite a widespread restriction in out- 
put through the natural cause, that plants 
are closed down to make repairs and take 
inventories. Since this applies also to some 
foundries, it will, however, not aid the 
blast furnaces, whose work continues. 

“The manufacturers of pig iron for the 
open market are pretty well discouraged. 
While some of them have good contracts 
booked for forward delivery, a large num- 
ber are facing the question of selling at 
present how prices or of blowing out, since 
the plan for co-operation to improve the 
market seems nearly hopeless with only 55 
per cent. assenting. 

‘“‘Reports are current that there is some 
uneasiness in the Bessemer Pig Iron Asso- 
ciation of the Central West. 

“The smaller rolling mill plants which do 
mot control their own supply of steel urge 
that billets, bars, &c., must come down to 
give them any chance to live at present 
prices for finished products. They insist 
upon figuring out a good profit to the 
steel works at current quotations for steel, 
and state that the producers of steel are 
sacrificing a part or the whole of it in 
order to capture orders for finished ma- 
terial. 

“The near future is expected to clear the 
situation in steel billets, which have been 
nominal for some time. It is expected that 
large contracts will soon be placed, and 
that a new price level may be established. 

“A rather encouraging sign is the re- 
vival of export business, which has become 
possible through the fall in ocean freights 
due to the decline in wheat shipments and 
the rush of boats to this country. This 
has made it possible to resume sales of old 
material, chiefly to Italy, which is the prin- 
cipal buyer of old iron and old steel rails, 
several round lots having been sold. We 
note also sales of wire rods, and under- 
stand that negotiations are pending in 
other directions. 

‘‘Spelter is still unsettled. The latest re- 
port is that a movement is on foot to re- 
strict production in the West. In view of 
the one-sided results of the last little pool, 
this announcement will not be taken very 
seriously.”’ 


LAKE SHORE PREDICTIONS. 


According to friends of Vanderbilt inter- 
ests, Lake Shore is likely to be the next 
stock to cross the 200-mark. It 1s predicted 
that in another fortnight Lake Shore will 
be selling up with Consolidated Gas and 
Pullman.

THE IRON COMBINATION.

internal Revenue Officers Besieged 
by Eager and Disappointed 
Applicants. 


ONLY SMALL ORDERS FILLED 


An Inadequate Supply of Documentary 
Stamps and No Proprietary Stamps 
of Certain Denominations — 
Mingled Patience and In- 
dignation Manifested. 


Applicants for the new proprietary and 
documentary tax stamps formed in line at 
all of the Internal Revenue offices in this 
city at 9 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
for six consecutive hours the collectors and 
their deputies had all the business they 
could attend to. At the Second and Third 
District offices alone at least 2,000 persons 
proffered money in sums ranging from $25 
to $10,000 for stamps of different denomina- 
tions. In a large number of cases the in- 
ternal revenue officers were compelled to 
disappoint the applicants, in donsequence of 
the inadequate and incomplete supplies of 
stamps sent from Washington. Not any of 
the larger denominations and but a limited 
supply of the small denominations of the 
new stamps had been received up to the 
close of business yesterday afternoon. 

In view of the fact that all of the stamp 
tax clauses of the War Revenue law be- 
come operative to-morrow, the demand for 
bank check stamps and certain grades of 
proprietary stamps has, since last Monday, 
been very urgent. Bankers and officers of 


large corporations have for two days been 
shaking strenuous efforts to obtain a suffi- 
cient number of two-cent tax stamps for 
their semi-annual dividend and _ interest 
checks, which, although dated July 1, are 
usually sent through the mails a day or 
two earlier. Manufacturers of proprietary 
articles have been equaily urgent in their 
demands for the necessary stamps to ena- 
ble them to fill their July orders. 

All large demands for stamps were scaled 
down by the internal revenue officers yes- 
terday because of the limited supply on 
hand. Where 50,000 stamps were demanded, 
5,000 or 10,000 were given. In most cases 
this policy was satisfactory, the applicants 
recognizing the justice of the Deputy Col- 
lectors’ explanations that they wanted to 
accommodate as many persons as possible. 
But some of the larger corporations and 
manufacturers which filed their applications 
for stamps ten days or twv weeks ago en- 
tered vehement protests against the remiss- 
ness of the Government in not having the 
stamps ready in time to accommodate the 
business community. 


Postage Stamps Sold. 


At the Third District internal revenue of- 
fice, Fourth Avenue and Fourteenth Street, 
about 500,000 of the new two-cent tax 
stamps for bank checks were disposed of 
within two hours. Subsequently an equal 
number of two-cent postage stamps, with 
the imprint “I. R.”’ in black letters, were 
sold as documentary stamps. The demand 
for proprietary stamps was comparatively 
light at this office during the day, and Col- 
lector Eidman will begin business this morn- 
ing with a considerable quantity of the pro- 
prietary stamps in fractionai denominations. 
The colors of these stamps are as follows: 
One-eighth of a cent, green; one-quarter, 
blue; three-eighths, orange; five-eighths, 
blue-black; one cent, green, and two cents, 
brown, 


Intricate Points Raised. 


Mr. Wendell was called upon to explain 
®@ number of points raised by manufacturers 
and dealers in proprietary articles. One 
question was whether a trade-mark on a 
brand of liquor made it subject to a pro- 
prietary tax. To this inquiry the Chief 
Deputy replied that no such tax would be 
required unless the liquors were advertised 
as possessing some medicinal.properties or 
value. A great deal of uncertainty was 
evinced by wholesale dealers in proprietary 
articles as to their duties under the new 
tax law. Some of them contended that they 
were not required to stamp goods before 
sending them out, and others construed the 
law as compujsory upon them and waxed 
indignant because they could not get the 
necessary stamps. 

A clause in Schedule B of the war revenue 
law provides ‘that all articles and prepa- 
rations provided for in this schedule, which 
are in the hands of manufacturers or of 
wholesale or retail dealers on July 1, 1898, 
shall be subject to the payment of the 
stamp taxes herein provided for, but it 
shall be deemed a compliance with this act 
as to such articles on hand in the hands of 
wholesale or retail dealers as aforesaid who 
are not the manufacturers thereof, to affix 
the proper adhesive tax stamp at the time 
the packet, box, bottle, pot, or phial, or 
other inclosure with its contents is sold at 
retail.”’ Acting on their own interpretation 
of this clause some of the Jarge wholesale 
houses will send out goods without waiting 
for the tax stamps. 

In response to numerous inquiries as to 
what constituted ‘‘proprietary articles,” 
Chief Deputy Wendell repeatedly pointed 
out the passage in the law on that point, 
(already published in this paper,) and said 
that he regarded that as sufficiently explicit. 


Stamps on Telegraph Messages. 


One of the features of the new internal 
revenue tax is the requirement that on and 
after to-morrow a documentary one-cent 
stamp must be affixed to each telegraph 
message transmitted. It will be necessary 


for persons sending telegrams not only to 
put a stamp on the telegraph blank, but 
they must cancel the stamps in accordance 
with the law by writing their initials and 
the date across each stamp before the mes- 
sage is sent. The Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph Companies and the cable com- 
panies operating from New York have ar- 
ranged for a partial supply of stamps at 
their respective offices. These stamps will 
be on sale to the senders of messages who 
may not be provided with them. An officer 
of the Western Union Company said that a 
large proportion of the senders of messages 
would have to obtain stamps for them- 
selves from other sources, however, inas- 
much as the Western Union Company could 
not undertake to provide stamps in suffi- 
cient ouantities to cover all the messages 
sent from their offices because that would 
require the outlay of a very large sum of 
money. 


STAMP TAX ON INSURANCE, 


New York Board Issues a Circular to 
the Companies. 


The New York Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, through Charles L. Case, the Chairman 
of the Committee on Laws and Legislation, 
issued yesterday a circular in regard to the 
use of revenue stamps on fire insurance 
policies. The circular is identical with that 
issued by the National Board on Tuesday, 


with the exception that in the third clause 
running: ‘“ Policies or renewals issued in 
June or earlier, to take effect on July 1 or 
thereafter, will come within the provisions 
of the law, and should be stamped accord- 
ingly,”” the words “in June or earlier” 
were altered to read, ‘“‘issued subsequently 
to the passage of the law.” 

The change was made in the belief that 
only that portion of the July business need 
be stamped which has been written since 
aero. 18, when the Revenue act went into

BANKERS’ 


AND BROKERS’ TAX, 


No Delay to Stock Transactions Be- 
cause of Lack of Stamps. 


The following definition of banker and 
broker was yesterday given by Secretary 
George W. Ely of the Stock Exchange, who 
has answered many questions in regard to 
the special tax required under the War Rev. 
enue bill: 

A banker is a person or firm having a place of 
business that receives money on deposit, subject 
to withdrawal by means of drafts or checks; 
that lends money on stocks, bonds, bullion, ex- 
change, or other securities, or receives stock, 
ponds, bullion, exchange, or other securities for 
gale, Such have to pay the bankers’ tax. 
Brokers, on the contrary, simply negotiate pur- 
obhases and sales for their customers. 

No delay is expected to occur to stock 
transactions on account of the present lack 
of stamps, as stocks sold to-morrow will 
not be delivered until next Tuesday. 

Some of the curbstone brokers were very 
merry last evening over the eeeny that 
because of the absence of proper blanks 
brokers’ $50 licenses had been_made out in 
the Second Internal Revenue District office 
on liquor dealers’ blanks. 

Banks, trust companies, and other offices 
where transfers of stock are made were

their shares transferred before the new war 
tax for the transfer of each 100 shares of 
stock goes into effect. Heretofore stock- 
holders were indifferent in many cases 
about having their actual holdings trans- 
ferred to their own names, as this detail 
could be attended to at any time and with- 
out cost. The new Standard Distilling and 
Distributing company is bending its efforts 
to complete the details of its organization 
and the transfer of stock, necessary there- 
to before midnight to-night.

BREWERS AND THE BEER TAX. 


_—_—. 


Secretary of the State Association Ex- 
plains the Wholesalers’ Attitude. 


Secretary Thomann of the State Brewers’ 
Association, commenting on the contro- 
versy between the retail liquor dealers and 
the brewers, said yesterday that the talk 
of the retail dealers about making the brew- 
ers pay the increased internal revenue tax 


on beer would have no effect upon the pol- 
icy of the brewers. 

“Tie tax properly belongs on the con- 
sumer,’’ remarked Mr. Thomann, ‘“ just the 
Same as a tax on tea, sugar, or any other 
commodity of general use. The position 
taken by the retail liquor dealers is both 
unjust and untenable. Well, the brewers 
have paid pretty much everything up to the 
present, but,they have gone just as far 
as they can affcrd to go. In the face of a 
constantly decreasing consumption of beer 
they cannot afford to shoulder any new 
burdens. 

“The Raines law license of $800 for each 
saloon was a heavy burden, and who had 
to shoulder it? Why, the brewers; they 
paid at the lowest calculation 70 per cent. 
of that tax in this city. The brewers have 
paid everything of this kind so long that 
the retail liquor dealers look to them from 
force of habit to pay this new war tax. 
Much has been said about the discount of 
7% per cent. allowed wy the Government 
on the beer stamps being so much clear 
profit to the brewers. Why, that discount 
does not begin to cover the brewer’s loss 
during delivery. For instance, a couple of 
barrels of beer are delivered to a retailer 
on a hot day in Summer; he may not have 
the facilities or the necessary help to take 
care of them properly. and they are af- 
fected by the heat. When tapped the beer 
is found to be in bad condition, and the re- 
tailer promptly sends it back to the brew- 
er. The latter not only has to stand the 
loss of the beer, but he loses also the price 
the internal revenue stamp on the bar- 
rel, 

“Another point that should be borne in 
mind is that the brewers by advancing the 
money in large sums to buy beer tax stamps 
lose a great deal of interest on their cap- 
ital. These persons whom the brewers have 
helped think that the brewers ought cheer- 
fully to pay this additional war tax out 
of their own pockets. Such a thing will not 
be done.”’ 


DELAYS TO BUSINESS. 


Lack of Proprietary Stamps Seriously 
Affects the Drug Trade, 


Members of the wholesale drug trade were 
greatly exercised yesterday over their fail- 
ure to get supplies of proprietary tax 
stamps in time to affix them to goods which 
they desire to ship to customers on July 1. 
A member of the Charles N. Crittenton 
Company, in Fulton Street, said: ‘‘ The 


hinderance to business will be quite serious 
for some days. No large house can com- 
ply with the law in the matter of stamp- 
ing goods and fill immediate orders at the 
same time. We cannot get the stamps, 
and even if we could, there is not sufficient 
time now to affix the stamps to goods which 
ought to go out on Jul Ss 

By far the greatest demand for the tax 
stamps was at the Second District office, in 
the American Tract Society’s building, in 
Nassau Street. There an incessant and ea- 
ger clamor for stamps and for information 
was kept up until late in the afternoon. The 
office had about 3,000,000 stamps on hand, 
and there was a demand for ten times that 
number. Collector Charles H. Treat was in 
Washington urging the Treasury Depart- 
ment to make extraordinary efforts to sup- 
ply the New York business community. He 
telegraphed about noon that several million 
stamps would be sent on at once, and prob- 
ably would be ready for delivery to-day. 
This information partly appeased the clam- 
oring applicants, but there were some man- 
ufacturers of proprietary preparations who 
shook their heads gloomily and remarked 
that the Government’s delay already meant 
a heavy loss to them, 

The inability of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment to supply the large demand for 
proprietary stamps as quickly as needed is 
eliciting some strong protests on the part 
of the manufacturers affected by the delay. 
The Ripans Chemical Company, one of a 
number of concerns engaged in the manu- 
facture of proprietary medicines, has ad- 
dressed a communication to the members 
of Congress calling their attention to the 
losses it is incurring by the failure of the 
department to honor its requisitions for 
stamps. It declares that an order for 6,000,- 
000 stamps was placed in the proper hands 
several days ago, but so far it has been 
impossible to obtain a single stamp. 

The firm urges that it is in need of 100,000 
stamps daily, and that one order to be filled 
to-day calls for over 150,000 stamps. It 
employs between 100 and 200 girls to pack 
the goods, ana they are in danger of being 
thrown out of employment on account of 
the Government being powerless to provide 
the necessary stamps which must be put 
on the packages before they can be shipped. 

Another manufacturér said that in con- 
sequence of his not being able to stamp 
and ship his present stock of goods 
he would be obliged to suspend oper- 
ations for a few days. Deputy Collector 
Wendell, who had charge of the Second 
District office, in the absence of Collector 
Treat, said at the close of the day that he 
had sold about $40,000 worth of tax stamps, 
and he had endeavored to fill a portion of 
each order. He hoped to have stamps of all 
denominations to-day, and in much larger 
quantities than heretofore. He remarked 
that the New York bankers had manifested 
genuine patriotism under the circumstances, 
for they might have dated their July 1 
checks June 8Q and thereby evaded the 
stamp tax. So far as he knew, however, no 
such thing had been done. 

Some wholesale deulers say that they will 
not stamp their goods.at all, but will leave 
the stamping to the retail dealers, who 
can affix the stamps at the time of sale. 
Under Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Scott’s interpretation of the stamp tax law, 
jobbers claim the privilege of sending such 
goods as they have in stock to their cus- 
tomers with the understanding that the 
retailers shall put on the necessary stamps 
when the goods are sold to customers. Man- 
ufacturers, however, have been told that 
they must not send out any unstamped 
taxable goods on or after July 1. 


STAMP TAX ON CHEWING GUM. 


The Internal Revenue Rureau Issues 
a Circular Giving Instructions, 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The Internal 
Revenue Bureau has issued a circular in 
1egard to the stamp tax on chewing gum. 
It is held that prior to July 1 retail dealers 
will be required to affix a four-cent stamp 
to each package containing chewing gum 


of the value of $1 or less. It is expected, 
therefore, that retail dealers will repack 
all small parcels or broken packages on 
hand prior to that date and stamp the same, 
and all sales must be made from packages 
so stamped. 

The small packages selling from 1 to 10 
cents each are not required to be individual- 
ly stamped. It is expected that owners of 
street vending machines will have emptied 
them of their contents, and on July 1 will 
refill the same from packages upon which 
the tax has been paid. On and after July 
1 the manufacturer and not the retailer of 
chewing gum will be required to pay the 
tax, affixing the stamps to the packages 
before being shipped from the factory. 


Supplemental War Tax Bill, 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the Senate Committee on Finance 


appointed to consider the supplemental war 
revenue bill was in session to-day consid- 
ering the advisability of reporting some por- 
tions of the measure. There is great press- 
ure to secure the exemption of mutual bene- 
fit insurance companies from the operation 
of the law, and the committee is inclined 
to favor the proposition. There is hesita- 
tion about reporting it, however, because of 
the fear that if the doors are once opened, 
there will be such a large number of amend- 
ments as materially to impair the law. 


FOR PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS 


School Board Appropriates $15,- 
000 and Selects Sites for 
the Children. 


VACATION SCHOOLS TO OPEN 


Ten Principals, Two Hundred Teachers, 
and a Collector of Material for Nat- 
ure Study Appointed—Registry 
of Pupils Begins July 7. 


A special meeting of the School Board of 
Manhattan and the Bronx was held yester- 
day at the rooms of the Board of Education 
to definitely arrange the plans for the open- 
ing of the public playgrounds and vacation 
schools. By a unanimous vote $15,000 was 
appropriated for the maintenance of the 
playgrounds, including the salaries of su- 
pervisors, directors, teachers, and assist- 
ants. As far as possible these will be se- 
lected from experienced’ kindergartners and 
young men recently graduated from college. 
The exercises are to consist merely of 
games, conducted by the children under the 
supervision of the men and women assigned 
to the various grounds. Only small chil- 
dren will be admitted, as the funds at the 
disposal of the authorities are not sufficient 
to provide for any extended work with the 
older boys and girls. 

The playgrounds will be opened Wednes- 
day, July 6, and the following schools have 
been selected, where the grounds will be lo- 
cated: No. 2, 116 Henry Street; No. 4, 203

No. 25, 3826 Fifth Street; No. 37, 113 East

The season during which the playgrounds 
will be open has been fixed by the resolu- 
tion at fifty-two play days, two periods a 
day, six days in the week, the time being 
from 8 A. M,. to 12 noon and from 1 P. M. to 
6 P. M. The Committee on Supplies has 
been ordered to furnish the necessary fur- 
niture and material for games such as sand 
piles, bean bags, and rubber balls will be 
provided from the funds of the city appro- 
priation. 

The salary of supervisors was fixed at 
from $10 to $15 per week, of directors at 
$8, of teachers and assistants at $6 
and $9, and of jamitors at $6, $8, $10, and 
$15. Concerning the salaries of janitors a 
lively tilt was engaged in between Commis- 
sioners Adams and Burlingham. Mr. Adams 
entered a protest on the ground that in 
fixing the salaries of the janitors Mr. Bur- 
lingham, as Chairman of the Committee on 
Special Schools, had snown the Committee 
on Sites and Buildings, which has the sole 
right to fix the remuneration of janitors, a 
discourtesy, as he had not consulted the 
members of the latter committee. The max- 
imum allowance for janitors had been fixed 
originally at $12 per week, and this Mr. 
Adams argued was not sufficient for those 
in charge of the larger playgrounds. Mr. 
Burlingham disavowed any intention of 
slighting Mr. Adams’s committee, and said 
he would agree to an amendment raising 
the maximum to $15. This was done and 
Mr. Adams expressed his satisfaction. 

The matter of vacation schools was next 
taken up and a resolution was adopted ap- 
pointing 10 Principals and 200 teachers to 
take charge of the Summer pupils. Regis- 
tration will begin July 7 and will continue 
on the following day, and the schools will 
be opened July 11. The registration at each 
school will be in charge of one Principal 
and two experienced teachers. In addition 
to the Principals one collector of material 
for nature study will be appointed at a sai- 
ary of $125 for six -weeks, to furnish al] 
the schools with subjects for that branch of 
education, 

Commissioner McSweeney objected to the 
introduction of study in the vacation schools 
on the ground that they were intended only 
for play and moved that all references to 
study be stricker from the resolution. The 
Chairman called attention to the fact that 
if this were done the usefulness of the 
schools would be greatly impaired, and the 
motion was lost. Commissioner Eustis 
wanted to know what the collector of mate- 
rial for nature study would have to collect, 
and questioned the advisability of employ- 
ing him at the salary named. 

“Oh,” replied Mr. Burlingham, “ the chil- 
dren want to see some bumblebees, birds, 
bugs, and butterflies. I guess that is nec- 
essary in nature study.” 

Mr. Eustis could not see it that way, how- 
ever, but he offered no further objection to 
the clause.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: 


Resolution Introduced Granting Head 
of Department Licenses. 


The Board of Education held a. meeting 
yesterday to consider a number of reports 
that had been laid over at its last meeting. 
President Charles B, Hubbel presided. Plans 
for providing experienced librarians for the 
schools were considered and it was recom- 
mended that $40,000 be appropriated for 
that purpose when the school term opens in 
the Fall. : 

A resolution was then introduced to grant 
permanent head of department licenses to 
all teachers in the Borough of Manhattan 


and the Bronx who on Dec. 31, 1897, held 

ermanent licenses, and who then had not 
ess than ten years of experience in class 
teaching, and also who at that time were 
on the eligible list as Principals and have 
net yet been appointed as such. 

And further to grant temporary heaa of 
department licenses to all teachers in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx who on Dec. 31, 1897, 
held permanent licenses and who had not 
less than cigut years of experience in class 
teaching and were of the following grades: 
All Vice Principals, male First Assistants, 
and all men who held first-grade licenses, 
Female First and Second Assistants in male, 
mixed, and female grammar and primary 
schools, and all women who held first-grade 
grammar licenses. All Assistants to Princi- 
pals or General Assistants who had not less 
than ten years of experience in class teach- 
ing and whose work since September, 1897, 
has been mainly were tees gf 

Also to grant Temporary License No. 2 to 
all teachers in Manhattan and the Bronx 
who on Dec. 31, 1897, held permanent li- 
censes, had not less than four years of ex- 
perience in class teaching, and were of the 
following grades: Male Assistants of the 
second, third, and fourth salary grades; 
women Assistants of the third, fourth, and 
fifth grammar salary grades; women As- 
sistants of the fourth, fifth, sixth, and sev- 
enth primary salary grades. 

The resolution will be acted upon at the 
next meeting. 


DRAWING TEACHERS PROTEST. 


They Object to a Proposed Reduction 
in Their Saluries. 


Fifteen of the eighteen drawing teachers 
of the city schools met at Grammar School 
No, 69, at 127 West Fifty-fourth Street, yes- 
terday afternoon to protest against a reduc- 
tion in their salaries as proposed at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Education on June 15. 


B. H. Toquet was appointed Chairman. He 
read a petition which will be submitted to 
the Board of Education protesting against 
the proposed reduction. 

H. G. Fitz said that there were more than 
5,000 teachers whose salaries had not been 
reduced, and that it was an injustice to re- 
duce the salaries of eighteen special teach- 
ers of drawing who were fully competent, in 
that they had passed a rigid examination 
before being appointed. He thought that 
the drawing teachers should receive as much 
consideration for their services as the oth- 
ers. 

Several of the teachers who were present 
have been teaching drawing for more than 
twenty years, being paid $2 for an hour’s 
work. The board proposes to reduce this 25 
per cent. An Executive Committee, consist- 
ing of B. H. Toquet, H. G. Fitz, and Miss H: 
M. Ve Veau, was appointed to place the 
protest before the Board of Education, 


THE ZOOLOGICAL PARK. 


Working Plans for Buildings and 


Dens Before the Park Board. 


The unsettled question of the city’s power 
to issue improvement bonds has compelled 
the Zoological Society to postpone the build- 
ing operations in the Zoologital Park, which 
it had intended should begin early in April. 
It was deemed inexpedient to proceed with 
the erection of costly buildings, aviaries, and 
dens so long as there remained a possibility 
that it might be beyond the legal powe1 
the city to provide the necessary water sup- 
ply, sewerage, and walks. 

The final decision of the city’s financial 
department respecting public improvements 
has convinced the Bxecutive Committee of 


the Society that the city would be able to 
carry out its part of the undertaking. The 
Park Board, and particularly Park Commis- 
sioner Moebus, of the Borough of the Bronx, 
has manifested such friendliness toward the 
Zoological Park that the Society has de- 
cided to proceed at once with some of the 
minor improvements of the long list it un- 
dertakes to provide at its own expense. 
Orders have been given to the Director and 
architects to submit forthwith to the Board 
of Parks the plans and specifications for 
the winter house for birds, the great flying 
cage, the bear dens, wolf dens, fox dens, 
eagles’ aviary, shelter house for elk and 
pheasants’ aviary, and as soon as they are 
approved, to proceed with all speed with 
their construction. 

The working plans are now in the hands 
of Commissioner Moebus, and work will be- 
gin within twenty-four hours of the receipt 
by the Society of a notification that the 
plans are approved. Until the city lays 
water pipes the Society will have hard work 
to provide the water necessary in the mix- 
ing of concrete, great quantities of which 
will be used in the floors of dens, and in all 
foundations. The entire supply will prob- 
ably have to be hauled from West Farms. 

On Jure 21, the Society presented to the 
Mayor a formal application to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for the issue 
of the $125,000 of bonds authorized by the 
Legislature for the water supply, walks, 
sewerage, and other surface improvements 
to be made in the Zoological Park. The 
Mayor has promised to bring the Society’s 
petition before the Board of Estimate at its 
next meeting. 


Councilman Wise’s Son a Page. 


A son of Councilman Eugene A. Wise was 
appointed yesterday a page in the Council 
at a salary of $50 a month. The Council- 
man’s son takes the place of James Owens,

STEAMSHIP LINE TRANSFER 


Atlantic Transport Company Buys 
Up the Wilson and Furness- 
Leyland Line, Limited. 


REPORTED PRICE $5,000,000 


The News of the Deal Was a Big 
| Surprise to Shipping Men in This 
City—A Boom for American 


Commerce—Terms of 


the Purchase. 


One of the largest deals in the steamship 
business in many years has been consum- 
mated in this city, whereby the Atlantic 
Transport Line has purchased the fleet and 
entire business of the Wilson and Furness- 
Leyland Line, Limited, engaged in the New 
York and London service. In consequence 
of the deal the latter line drops out of ex- 
istence, so far as New York shipping is con- 
cerned, and the Atlantic Transport Line, 
operated with American. capital and by 
American officials, becomes one of the larg- 
est and most important freight carrying 
lines plying across the Atlantic. 

The news of the deal, which came as a 
complete surprise to shipping men in this 
city, is received with unbounded satisfac- 
tion, marking, as it does, a great stride 
toward the supremacy of the United States 
in the world’s commerce. It is looked upon 
as a signal victory for the American offi- 
cials of the Atlantic Transport Line over a 
strong competitor, which had been organ- 
‘(zed in England a year ago with unlimited 
capital. for the express purpose of bidding 
against the American line. The competi- 
tion between the two lines for the past year 
had been sharp and close, and it was the 
general opinion that a long fight was on. 
Sanderson & Son, who had been appointed 
the New York agents of the English line, 
had, it was thought, been doing a flourish- 
ing business since the start. The passenger 
business ‘of the line had been increasing 
steadily this season, with scarcely a berth 
vacant for a month ahead of sailings. San- 
derson & Son moved from their old quar- 
ters in State Street to 29 Broadway a 
month or two ago, especially to bid more 
advantageously for the passenger trade. 
P. W. Gibson of the old Guion Line, and 
one of the best-known steamship men in 
America, was placed in charge of the busi- 
ness. 

Under these circumstances the sudden- 
ness and completeness with which the line 
was swallowed up by its rival took the ship- 
ping world completely by surprise. Only 
last Friday the Atlantic Transport Line 
disposed of all but two of its vessels which 


were used in the New York and London 
service to the Government. Seven vessels 
were sold for $4,000,000. Hardly had the 
contract with the Government been closed 
before negotiations were opened by cable 
fur the purchase of the New York service 
of the Wilson-Furness-Leyland Line. This 
was completed on Monday afternoon, 
when President B. N. Baker of the Atlan- 
tic Transport Line, who had come to New 
York from the headquarters of the line, in 
Baltimore, to negotiate the deals, was noti- 
fied that the terms of his offer had been 


accepted. 
Terms of the Purchase, 


While neither of the parties will state 
definitely the terms of the transfer, it is 
known that the purchase was made out- 
right, and that the amount paid for the en- 
tire fleet and good will of the purchased 
line is in the neighborhood of $5,000,000. 
Through the deal the Atlantic Transport 


Line has secured five magnificent freight 
boats of the latest pattern. All of them 
were built in England and have been 
launched within the past year. They are 
the Alexandria, Boadicia, Winnefreda, Cleo- 
patra, and Victoria, all of 7,000 tons. The 
Cleopatra :s now in the dry dock at Hull, 
not yet having made her maiden trip. 

It was stated at the New York offices of 
both lines that the transfer of the business 
of the Wilson-Furness-Leyland Line would 
take place during the latter part of the 
month. Each vessel ag it arrives will be 
taken in charge by the new company, which 
assumes all outstanding contracts of the 
purchased line. It is understood that by the 
terms of the contract the Wilson-Furness- 
Leyland Line will not engage in the New 
York business for three years. It was 
stated, however, that the Boston service of 
the line, in which are engaged the steam- 
ships ostonian, Cambrian, Columbian, 
Georgian, Londonian, and Megantic, will 
continue uninterruptedly under its present 
management. 

Oswald Sanderson, representing the line 
in New York, admitted yesterday that the 
deal had been consummated, but said that 
he had not yet been advised by his home 
office as to the details of the sale. Sander- 
son & Son are the agents for several lines 
of steamships running from this port, so 
that the loss of the Wilson-Furness-Leyland 
business will make but little difference in 


their affairs. 
Five New Steamers Building. 


In addition to thy newly purchased ves- 
sels, the Atlantic Transport Line has now 
building in England five big cargo-carrying 
vessels, which when completed will equal 
anything of their kind afloat. They will be 
delivered early next year. These vessels 


are 600 feet long, 65 feet beam, and 44 feet 
deep. They are twin-screw steamers, will 
have sixteen knots speed, and are fitted to 
carry 300 first-class passengers. In addi- 
tion they will carry about 15,000 tons of 
cargo and 1,500 cattle. The company has 
also one large freight steamer building. It 
has remaining two of its old fleet of steam- 
ers, the. Europe and America, so that with 
the addition of the six vessels building and 
the five purchased from the Wilson-Furness- 
Leyland Line, it will have a fleet of thirteen 
first-class vessels running out of New York 
and five from Baltimore. While all the ves- 
sels will ply under the English flag, prac- 
tically all of the stock of the company is

States has purchased the steamers Alexan- 
dra, Boadicea, Victoria, Cleopatra, and 
Winifreda, of the Wilson and Furness-Ley- 
land Line, all nearly new, and each with a 
tonnage of about 7,000. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


THE AUSTIN CORBIN. ESTATE.—A dismissal 
at Special Term of the Supreme Court on 
the opening of plaintiff’s counsel of the 
suit brought by Anna W. Corbin Borrowe, 
the daughter and one of the beneficiaries 
under the will of Austin Corbin, against 
Hannah M. Corbin and others, as exec- 
utors and trustees named in his will, 
has been unanimously affirmed by the Ap- 
pellate Division. Mrs. Borrowe charged in 
her complaint that her brother, Austin Cor- 
bin, Jr., and Hannah M. Corbin, her moth- 
er, who, with Isabella Edgell, are the exec- 
utors named in the will, are under the in- 
fluence of the defendant Edgell, and by 
reason of their age and inexperience and 
the state of health of Mrs. Corbin, are not 
competent persons to take charge of the 
administratior of a great estate like that of 
which Austin Corbin died possessed. It is 
alleged that the estate amounted to over 
$5,000,000; that the executors never made 
and filed an inventory with the Surrogate 
of Suffolk County, of which county deceased 
was a resident when he died, but that they 
made up and gave to plaintiff and the other 
beneficiaries under the will what purported 
to be a statement of the assets, which 
amounted to something over $5,400,000, but 
that the statement thus made was incom- 
plete. The statement put the debts of the 
decedent at $2,500,000. It was charged fur- 
ther that the executors have been guilty of 
waste in many matters, and that if they 
are permitted to continue in the possession 
and management of the estate, it will, in 
no long time, be entirely dissipated, owing 
to their lack of business judgment, or 
worse. In conclusion it was charged that 
by the acts, misconduct, and mismanage- 
ment of the executors the estate had been 
wasted and reduced in value, and the re- 
moval of the executors and the appoint- 
ment of a receiver was asked for. Justice 
Rumsey, who giv~s the opinion of the Court, 
says that no possible question is presented 
which is not before the Surrogate of Suf- 
folk County in the proceeding for a judicial 
settlement, and which he is not necessarily 
called upon to determine before a decree 
can be made in that proceeding. ‘ The 
jurisdiction of the subject matter is wholly 
given to him by the statute. There is no 
suggestion that he cannot make an effect- 
ive decree as to every matter as to which 
this court is called upon to determine. 
* * * We can see no question presented 
here which cannot be presented and deter- 
mined by the Court of the Surrogate, and 
no special circumstances which would pre- 
vent that Court from doing full, adequate, 
and complete justice in regard to this mat- 
ter. For these reasons it seems to us that 
it is proper that the determination of this 
matter should be left with the Surrogate’s 
Court, where the statute has put it, rather 
than that it should be drawn into this 
court, whose jurisdiction to do certain of 
the things which are demanded by this 
complaint is, to say the least, doubtful.”

Miss RICHARDSON Must SuspMiIT TO Ex- 
AMINATION.—A decision made at Special 
Term of the Supreme Court setting aside 
an order for the examination of Delarifa 
T. Richardson, daughter of the late Joseph 
Richardson, in a suit brought against her 
by J. J. Butler, the temporary administra- 
tor of her father’s estate, to recover securi- 
ties it was alleged she had in her possession 
and was appropriating to her own use, was 
yesterday reversed by the Appellate Divis- 
ion. From the affidavits presented upon the 


motion, it appeared that Miss Richardson 
had had possession of a large portion of her 
father’s property during his lifetime, and 
that she now has a considerable portion of 
the property which had shortly prior to his 
death belonged to him, or had been in the 
possession of his agent or broker. “It is 
quite clear,’”’ Justice Ingraham, who gives 
the opinion, sqys, ‘‘ that fromthe position 
plaintiff occuy.es it is impossible that he 
should have personal knowledge of the es- 
tate of the deceased, or what property is 
now in the possession of the defendant 
which had belonged to him, and it appears 
from plaintiff's affidavit that it has been 
impossible for him to aequire such knowl- 
edge from the investigations that he has 
been able to make. * * * The defendant, 
who had access to her father’s securities, 
appeared after his death to be in possession 
of a large amount of them, and when a de- 
mand is made upon her by her father’s per- 
sonal representative she simply alleges that 
they belong to her, without in any way 
showing the source of her title or how she 
acquired them. * * * The fact that the 
defendant could not be examined as to 
transactions between herself and the de- 
ceased, on her own behalf, is not a reason 
for vacating this order. There is no rule of 
law which makes the testimony of a party 
to an action incompetent as to transactions 
between that party and the deceased, when 
examined on behalf of the representatives 
of the deceased.”

INTERESTING TO PLUMBERS.—James R. 
Johnston and others, master plumbers, were 
employed by John Vinton Dahigren, in De- 
cember, 1894, to do plumbing work in his 
house, in Fifty-sixth Street. There was 


paid upon the work $5,229.11, including car- 
penter work and painting, which the John- 
stons were employed to procure. In April, 
1895, a mechanic’s lien was filed against 
the house for non-payment of an alleged 
balance of $2,625.78. The referee dismissed 
the action because the plaintiffs had never 
registered their names and addresses at the 
office of the Board of Health or received a 
certificate of such registration, as required 
iby the laws of 1892 and 1893. The Appellate 
Division yesterday directed a reversal, hold- 
ing, in an opinion by Justice Rumsey, that 
though, so far as the plumbing was con- 
|! cerned, the plaintiffs were clearly not en- 
titled to recover, yet as to the large amount 
of carpenter and mason work, and plaster- 
| ing and painting, done by plaintiffs, which 
was in no sense incidental to the plumbig, 
the plaintiffs were entitled to payment. 
| Justice Ingraham, while in favor of reversal, 
does not agree wth the majority of the 
court that because the law makes illegal 
the doing of plumbing work by persons who 
have not registered, such persons forfeit to 
| the one with whom they made the contract 
' the value of the labor and materials they 
‘had furnished, the law having provided a 
| eriminal penalty for violation @€ its provi-
